LITTLE over a year ago the Council of the United 

Synagogue appointed a Special Committee to consider 

the financial position of nine deficit synagogues within 
the Union. Aft first blush the Committee's task would seem to 
have been a purely financial one—could the impecunious nine 
ever make two ends meet, and, if so, how? The Committee 
found that there were prospects in the case of three of them 
but little or no hops for the remaining six. One of the six, 
the Hambro, was recommended, for good reasons, to close—a 
regrettable, if inevitable, end to a historic career. The others 
re to go on, because they are doing indispensable work. Can- 
vassing Committees for them and the rest of the Constituent 
Synagogues are to be instituted, and new members will, in: this 
way, it is hoped, be roped in. We trust the proposal will secure 
results.

One result was that “ there were cases on record where Ministers 
and Readers carried out their duties without enthusiasm and in 
a slipshod and perfunctory manner.’ To get over this trouble, 


the Committee proposed to make all agreements in future 


subject to biennial renewal—an impracticable suggestion not 
likely to be acceptable to first-class men, and likely to be used 
as a rod in pickle by disgruntled members every time an 
appointment came up for discussion. 

Next, the Committee came upon the trouble of the 
 Minister-Secretary,”’ and favoured, without actually recom- 
mending, the separation of the two offices. It found  barnacles”’ 
clinging to office for unconscionable periods, and suggested, again 
without formally recommending, that these gentlemen should 
in future “take it easy.” It discovered that Ministers’ local 
work is interfered with by extraneous duties, and recommended 
safeguards. And, finally, it gave its blessing to the excellent 
Junior Membership innovation which has recently been insti- 
tuted at the Hampstead Synagogue. Several of its suggestions 
—those concerning the interchange of Preachers and Readers,

So the Committee propose a frequent 


mittees—were adopted by the Council at its meeting last 
Tuesday. But the student of communal affairs will be tempted 
to wonder why these and other reforms have tarried so long. 
We have not waited till 1934 to discover that Ministers, tied till 
old age toa particular Synagogue, preach themselves dry after 
a certain time and wear out the congregants’ attention. We 
have not learned for the first time that a change of air would 
be good for them and their audience. Let anyone turn up the 
files of this journal, far away into the dim years, and he will 
note the perpetual harping on the desirability of interchange, 
on the dual roles of the Minister-Secretary, on the calls to 
Ministers from “ extraneous” quarters, on the undue clinging to 
Synagogal and other offices, on the “ slipshod and perfunctory " 
Minister, and all the rest of it. That the Special Committee 
should have had, at this late hour of day, once again to drag these 
matters to the public gaze is disquieting, and to many its report 
will read like a vote of censure on the powers that be or have 
been. In reality, it is not quite that. It is also in part a stinging 
commentary_on the sloth and inertia of a Community which 
talks. much, and writes many letters, but seems to be afflicted 
with a paralysis of practical initiative. One wonders what 
sort of a report would be produced by a Committee which went 
into the provinces and analysed the conditions there! 

But if it isa case of “hastening slowly,” there is ground 
for satisfaction that some movement is now detectable. The

hatred. Having thus shown that they mean business, it is to be 
hoped that the authorities will resolutely maintain their vigilance 
until the whole of the anti-Jewish propaganda is reduced to a 
shadow of its former nefarious self. The Polish Government, how- 
ever, can itself do much, by its handling of the *Jews—particularly 
in the economic gpphere where the Jewish position is well nigh 
desperate—to discourage anti-Jewish sentiment. It has the good. 
will of Jews in other countries, and not least of the Polish Jews who 
have settled there. The farewell supper which these latter 
co-religionists are tendering to the retiring Polish Ambassador in 
London is a testimony to their friendly feelings, of which Warsaw 
should surely take note. 


LAST Sunday's meeting of the Deputies—the final one before 
the Summer recess—was important, if not always 
edifying. The Deputies may no doubt be trusted 
in their wisdom to take their own measure of the 
“ incidents’”* that occurred, and attention is more 
likely to be concentrated on the decisions of policy reached by the 
Board. One of these was the acceptance of the recommendation of 
the Rowson Committee in favour of the re-organisation and 
strengthening of the Press and Information Committee, and the 
appointment to it of a full-time paid Secretary of journalistic ability 
and experience. The fact that the proposal was adopted without a 
single dissentient is welcome evidence that the Board realises the 
gravity of the present situation and the imperative necessity not

Av the same time, the raucous voices of the Iron Guards, 
repeating the monstrosities of Hitlerism, are 
never silent, and “ grave anti-Jewish attacks are 
a recurrent feature’ of the. national life. The 
murder of the Premier, M. Duca, brought a ban 
on the operation of this body, but its friends and adherents are 
everywhere, even among the highest officials and leading 
politicians ; and the obliging exchequer of the German Nazis nevei 
runs dry for their purposes. Over all this wretched scene of 
injustice and strife a Government presides which, with a grotesque 
sense of political nomenclature, calls itself Liberal, but which is 
even now contemplating a fresh and serious inroad on Jewish 
economic rights by means of a verbal trick modelled on the Nazis 
race theory. The Bill is a violation of Jewish minority rights and 
even of the Rumanian Constitution. But the politicians snap their 
fingers at such trivialities. If the rest of Europe is so impotent in 
the protection of Treaty law, are Rumanians themselves so crass 
as to suppose. that their proceedings will add to their prestige or 
promote the national strength? They might, in between their 
spasnis of folly, think of a country called Germany. 


IN THE NAME 
OF LIBERALISM 


IN arecent issue we called attention to the opinion expressed by a 
London headmaster that juvenile anti-Semitism 
might be due to the fact that im nearly every 
elementary school the first Shakespearean play 
introduced to the children was " The Merchant 
of Venice.’ We are interested to observe that this view formed the 
subject of a report by the Education Committee to the Deputies last 
Sunday, and of a lengthy subsequent debate. The Committee 
considered that the evidence in support of the headmaster’s opinion 
was of too indefinite a character to warrant action at the 
present time, but announced that the matter was being “ carefully 
watched.” One can quite understand the difficulty of assessing 
where, how, and how much damage is being done by “the Jew that 
Shakespeare drew.’ That the play must, unless intelligently 
explained by teachers, pre-dispose the child-mind against Jews, it is 
hard to doubt. And itis still harder to contend that, at atime like the 
present, we should not take every legitimate step to prevent the 
planting of little anti-Semites among us. American Jews showed 
no squeamishness, and, as we have before pointed out, succeeded in 
having Shylock and all his works banished from many school 
curricula. Some Deputies last Sunday favoured a similar course in 
this country. After all, the wide and glorious range of English 
literature has material enough for school education without recourse 
being necessary to what may easily prove a mind-poisoning drama. -

Deuteronomy Chs. 1—4 v. 22. 

With this week's portion we commence the reading of the fifth 
Book of the Pentateuch. Deuteronomy has a perennial charm of its 
own; its contents and the magnificent language in which its 
message is couched give it a supremacy in homiletical literature. 
In truth it ranks as the best and greatest sermon in Jewish setting, 
for its whole purpose is to teach by history and example. Moses 
set the pattern for the wise homilist to follow. History is the 
safest guide when. it is faithfully recorded with its story 
of success and failure. But history should servea higher and nobler 
purpose by rousing a people’s consciousness and in stirring them 
toendeavour. To leave people in the slough of despair or unduly 
elated is to defeat this purpose. Men can rise onthe stepping stones 
of their dead selves to higher things. If there is the lament over 
israel’s defection, there is the joy at the certainty of his restoration 
to Divine favour : the wilderness may have been the scene of sin 
and punishment, of sorrow and affliction; but beyond lay the land of 
promise with its hopes and its fulfilment. It is in this spirit that 
we interpret the farewell message of the great Lawgiver. Reproof 
and exhortation are here in plain and unmeasured terms, but the 
prevailing note is one of courage. Be strong and of good courage for 
Giod is with you. He will not fail you, neither will He forsake you. 

The commentary of Rashion the first chapter calls attention 
to some important points. The words of Moses are in reality 
words of reproof, but they are put by Moses in such a form that 
they must be acceptable; reference is made to the places where 
they provoked God, and by a gentle hint the people are made 
to remember particular events associated with particular places, 
and thus their dignity is preserved instead of being offended. 
The address was delivered before the entire congregation so 
that all might hear it; had only a portion of the people been 
present those who had remained away might have challenged the 
others for not arguing any special niatter with Moses, alleging that 
had they been present they would speedily have asserted their 
objections. There was no chance for an after argument. Again, 
Rashi suggests that some of the places named in the first few verses 
are not identifiable, or were not in his time; Tophel, Laban, 
Dizahab are not the names of actual places but words containing a 
hint of how the people rebelled when they slighted the manna 
(Tophel); the manna was white (Laban); again the gold which the 
people possessed in great quantities was responsible for the making 
of the calf; the mention of Hazeroth is reminiscent of Miriam 
and her sin of the evil tongue of slander ; yet the example of Miriam 
had not proved a deterrent and the Congregation of Korah had 
wantonly blasphemed. Thus with veiled hints is reproof administered. 

Moses followed the example set by Jacob and addressed the 
people just before his death. A wise man will not deliver his charge 
till he is nearing his end lest he may have to witness his words falling 
on barren soil or have to repeat his admonitions again and again. 
A farewell address is invested with a sanctity and a solemnity 
when its author is one qualified to speak. The example of Moses 
was followed by Joshua and by Samuel, who took advantage of the 
occasion to impress upon their people the lessons they might learn 
from history. . In subsequent literature the ethical wills form a 
valuable collection of hortatory documents in which common-sense 
and experience unite to guide the future generation along the paths 
of life which are beset by obstacles and pitfalls. 

It is appropriate that this Portion should be read on the 
Sabbath preceding the Ninth of Av, and that joined to it should 
be the tirst chapter of Isaiah. The same strain runs through 
the words of the Lawgiver and those of the prophet. Isaiah's 
chapter is not an introduction to his ministry but a commentary 
on its_effects, written probably after years of experience and 
based on observation of facts. One idea is common to both—that 
rebellion and disobedience do not avail, and that those who fall from 
high estate when they do fall sink lower than ordinary men. It is 
terrible to watch the gradual defection of people who might rise 
to such heights, and to see opportunities bartered away for a mere 
shadow. To have children and bring.them up, and to be compelled 
to witness their descent into an abyss of sin, and to see ingratitude 
ratsing its head is the saddest of all sights. The story of the wilder- 
ness with only the remnant of the original refugees from Egypt 
destined to penetrate into the Promised Land; the conclusions 
of Isaiah that only a section of his people would survive and 
re-form the nucleus of a new nation. The two ideas are one. 
The survival of the fittest is a moral doctrine which teaches 
the Lawgiver and the Prophet that in God's scheme the elect are 
those who obey and who are prepared to suffer in the belief that in 
the end God's word will prove to be true. A select few entered 
Palestine, a remnant survived the exile. In both cases they repre- 
sented the hope and promise of a new birth. Both Moses and Isaiah 
prefer to leave us standing on the mountain rather than dwelling 
in the valley. Hope and not de: pair is the last note. So do we 
take courage and become strong content to read history not as the 
lament over past failures but as the stimulus to further endeavour.

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Obituary 


Mr. SIDNEY BERNSTEIN 


The medical profession has sustained a great loss in the death 
of Mr. Sidney Bernstein, of Heathville Lodge, Gloucester. Born in 
Johannesburg, South Africa. on July Lith, 1903, Mr. Bernstein was 
educated at King Edward’ VII. School, Johannesburg, and at 
University College, London. His career at college was a very 
brilliant one, and he was awarded the Fellowes’ Gold Medal in 1925, 
He obtained his M.R.C.S. and L.R.C.P. degrees in 1926, and was 
appointed honorary ear, nose and throat surgeon to the Gloucester 
shire Royal Intirmary about five years ago. Mr. Bernstein was also 
honorary ear, nose and throat surgeon to the Gloucestershire County 
Mental Hospitals, the Fever Hospital, District Nursing Society and 
the Cotswold Sanatorium. He made many valuable contributiong 
to medical journals, and only a month ago he was appointed to the 
Council of the Otological Section of the Royal Society of Medicine. 
He died at the age of thirty-one, after an illness lasting only ten 
days, 


Mr. I. M. TRACHTENBERG 


The late Mr. lL. M. Trachtenberg, who passed away peacefully on 
the 12th inst... was born in Chotin, Bessarabia, in 1841. He was tbe son 
of Mendel Trachtenberg, Crown Notary of Chotin for twenty-four years. 
From his father he inherited a profound knowledge of Hebrew 
writings in general and the Talmud in particular. From his father, 
too, he derived an amazing linguistic capacity, and acquired a 
knowledge of twenty-four languages and dialects. These served 
him in good stead, for the death of his parents at an early age sent 
him forth on travels round Europe until in the ‘sixties he reached 
London, subsequently becoming a naturalised British citizen. His 
languages, too, enabled him to make many fine translations, of, 
for example, some of the works of Shalom Aleichem,. His insight 
into Russian affairs came much to the fore in the ‘eighties, when he 
began a series of articles in THR JEWISH CHRONICLE on the Russo 
Jewish problem. He also organised a collection on behalf of bis 
suffering Bessarabian brethren. His articles continued for over 
twenty years, and since then he has figured on many occasions in 
the correspondence columns of this paper, even as late as 1951, 
when he wrote on the Arab-Jewish question. Of the man himsell, 
much could be written. His was a gentle accommodating nature. 
He bore his trials with great fortitude, when, for instance, the War 
deprived him of his eldest (twin) S0n ; and, in his latter years, when 
blindness robbed him of his ability to read and write, his only 
recreations. In 1881,2he married Eve, daughter of Henry Lyons: 
and three years ago they celebrated their Golden Wedding. By her 
he is survived, as also by two sons and a daughter. It is theic 
consolation that his end was as serene as his long life. 


Mr. LEWIS NORDEN 

Mr. M. BARNETT writes: 

With the passing of Mr. Lewis Norden, a Warden of the West Hain 
District Synagogue, the conyvregation has lost the last of its pioneers and 
stalwarts who, together with the late Symon Weber, E. Samson and E. 
Cohen, migrated from Kast London to form the first congregation in South 
Essex. Since its inception, he took an active interest in the welfare of 
the Synagogue and the Classes. He was. a.man of indomitable courage, 
and was ever ready and willing to offer his services to the advantage of 
the Community. When the building of the present Synagogue was first 
mooted and difficulty was experienced in obtaining the services of an 
Hon. Secretary of the Building Fund, he offered his services in that 
capacity. For a number of years he acted as Hon. Secretary of the 
Syuagogue, and became, in turn, Financial Representative and Warden. 
The deceased was also one of the founders and Hon. Secretary of the 
Burial Society. 

A further tribute to Mr. Norden has been received from Rabbi §S. 
Mestel. 


Professor SALVATORE OTTOLENGHI, founder of the Anthropological- 
Biological movement in criminology, has died in Rome at the age of 
seventy-three. He was the assistant, and a close collaborator, of Cesare 
Lombroso, the world-famous criminologist, who, too, wasaJew. In 1902 
he founded the first High School] for Criminology in Rome, remaining 
director until his death.

The Gay Gordons— 
And Others 


HERE has been a pretty little controversy going on in these 
columns as to how so many Jews come to have the Scottish 
namé of Gordon. I notice that one correspondent explains it by 
the theory that at the time when our people in Poland were 
adopting surnames, they were just hearing about that famous 
eccentric, Lord George Gordon, who became converted to Judaism, 
and so they took his name, apparently by way of compliment. 
Ingenious, but a trifle far-fetched I should: think. 
of.the controversialists make no bones about it, and plump 
boldly for the theory that the Jewish name Gordon originated 
in Scotland. So great a scholar as 
.ccepts this explanation. In his view, propounded some while 
the SUNDAY TIMEs, this Scoto-Jewish patronymic was 
known in Scotland at the beginning of the 12th century, and “it is 
not astonishing,” he wrote, “ that it should have travelled hundreds 
of vears and found its way even to Poland and many 
centuries later. Many names have come 
iown fo us in the ancient form that they had centuries ago, when 
their bearers left the countries in which they acquired those names, 
My reason for accepting thie Scotch origin of Gordon is 
supported by the presence of some other similar reminiscences in 
Judeo-German.” But I am reminded of the days when the Aliens 
Immigration Commission was sitting, and Mr. H. H. Gordon—a son of 
the Rev. A. E. Gordon, of the Great Synagogue, and brother of 
samuel Gordon, the novelist—stepped into the witness chair. The 
face of the President, Lord James of Hereford, puckered up in 
tohnishment when Mr. hame was announced, and he 
wanted to know where the witness got it from. Mr. Gordon, with 
.n imperturbable smile, answered that his family—Russian-Poles 
had borne the style and title of Gordon for one hundred years and 
more, whereupon his lordship's face became more puckered still!

M" GORDON accepted the suggestion of the anti-aliens leader, 
4 Sir William Evans Gordon, that Gordon was one of the 
commonest names in Russia—" you see it everywhere.’ Then his 
tordship bluntly asked: “ Does it come from a Scotch origin? Does 
vour family trace it as a Russian name, or do you trace it back to 
scotland ?" “ No!" came the still calm reply, “ we have no know. 
ledge of tracing it back to Scotland. Our only knowledge is that our 
name has been what it is for considerably over one hundred years.” 
Whereupontheargument subsided —though not before the witness had 
come down heavily upon Sir William's other notion that Gordon, in 
Kussia, was a corruption—or, as the cross-word puzzles would say, 
on anagram—of Grodno. How could there be anything in such an 
idea, he asked, seeing that “the Jewish family of Gordon " came 
not from the Province of Grodno but from the Province of Kovno?” 
{ do not profess to be able to solve this great Gordon mystery, 
though I incidentally recall that there was a great Hebrew satirist 
and poet born in Russia over a century ago, and that his name was 
Leon Gordon! (with the accent on the second syllable). But what 
does it all matter ? some may ask. They may even trot out Juliet’s 
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much-quoted question “What's in a name?’ or Shakespeare's gibe 
that “Brutus will start a spirit as soon as Cawsar.” Well, it does 
matter to this extent, that the little Gordon argument reminds us 
that Jewish name changes ‘are often under critical and even 
unfriendly examination, and it may be as well if we try to get some 
clear ideas on this not-so-easy question. 


NE can understand the annoyance of Englishmen, who bear the 
same patronymic from generation to generation, at seeing 
Jews lay aside a name as easily and nonchalantly as they do a coat 
orahat. To them it suggests insensibility to past and indifference 
to national tradition =a certain flippant mentality, in fact, if the 
explanation be not more sinister still. What they forget is that 
whereas the English nobleman and yeoman have been rooted for ages 
in a national soil, and carried the same surname during that period, 
the Jews have wandered much from country to country, and in their 
European’ habitats have only had at all for about 
a-century-and-a-half Consequently, as a correspondent, writing

Sirn,— May I suggest with the utmost deference that the learned Chief 
Rabbi of the Irish Free State in his letter to you under the above caption, 
is himself guilty of confusing the issues.

Mr. Moss HARRIS, the President, was in the Chair. when 
the Annual Meeting of Governors and Subscribers of the Home.

Road, Hampstead. The Institution is at Birchlands Avenue, 
Wandsworth Common; and THE Jewish CHRONICLE photos on 
this page show the exterior of the building and a view of two ol 
the wards, 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the Annual Report, 
said that the work done during the year at the Home showed that 
their Institution, although of comparatively recent establishment in 
the Community, was a definite necessity. Every bed in the Institu- 
tfon had been occupied every day during the year. That spoke for 
itself." Now they had at the Home fourteen vacant beds which they 
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disgrace to the Community in that they had fourteen beds that 
could not be occupied. The incom for the year showed a decrease 
of £553 as against that of the previous year. They had been passing 
through difficult times, but he could not help feeling that a power- 
fal Community like theirs should do all they could, not only to 
maintain but to their annual income. He earnestly 
appealed to those present for a large increase in annual subscrip- 
tions and, of course, donations when they came their way. 

Mr. Percy P. Levy, in moving the adoption of the Financial 
Statement and Balance-sheet, which was seconded by Mr. Sidnéy 
Harris, said that their expenditure for the year was £6,128 while 
their assured income was the small amount of £795 in subscriptions. 
If the other beds were opened, the expenditure would increase by 
£2,000, They had spent £701 more than they had received: The 
cost per patient was £3 13s. 3d. per week. The more patients they 
could accommodate, the less per head would be the upkeep of each 
patient,

The Annual Report 

The following is an extract of the Annual Report: 

The average number of beds occupied during the year was 31.125, out 
of a total complement of 36. This represents the very high average of 90 
per cent. of the available accommodation in use continuously throughout 
the year, and, coupled with the fact that there is a long waiting list of 
infirmary patients, strengthens the Committee's belief that the work which 
the Home is capable of doing is still being hampered by the lack of 
sufficient beds. The result of the appeal launched in 1932, although 
gratifying inasmuch as it cleared the deficit and enabled the Home to 
meet its current commitments, did not realise the hope cherished that it 
would enable the Committee to convert the top floor of the Home into 
suitable accommodation for further patients. They therefore appeal to 
their supporters to make more widely known among the Community the 
urgency of the position. The income for the year available for maint*n- 
ance was £5,426, showing a decrease of £553, as compared with 1932. This 
fall in revenue is largely due to the fact that up to the end of 1932, the 
Infirmary Section patients were partly maintained by the Home 
for Aged Jews, and since the beginning of 1933, the cost of the main. 
tenance has been borne. wholly by the Home of Rest, There has, 
however, been a decrease of £94 in the expenditure as compared 
with 1932, owing to economies which have been effected by 
the Committee without impairing the efficacy of administration, or 
affecting the comfort of the patients. The new Sunday Enterta’‘nments 
Act continues to affect the Home very severely. Tribute is renders to 
the untiring efforts of the Aid Societies who still continue to maintain a 
record of achievement of splendid work and generous support as follows: 
East London Aid Society, £335; South-West London Aid Society, £437; 
North-West London Aid Society, £323; Ezra Society, £94. The Committee 
are especially grateful to the Hon. Medical Staff, who are always willing 
to give their personal services when called upon. The Medical Officer 
reports that during the year seventy-four patients were admitted to the 
Home from all parts of London, the largest number yet admitted since its 
foundation,

ANNUAL MEETING 

The Annual Meeting of Governors and Subscribers was neia on 
Monday at 5, Abercorn Place, N.W.. Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, President 
of the Schools, p:esided. 

In presenting the Annual Report, Mr. ADLER said that they had some. 
thing of a record year. in that no less than nine scholarships were obtained 
by the pupils during the period. They had suffered a very severe loss by 
the death of their Secretary, Manager and friend, the late Rev. J. F, 
Stern. He was glad to learn thatthe memory of one who had endeared 
himself alike to the children and the staff of their school was to be 
perpetuated by a prize which his family were presenting to the girls’ 
school. The Union of Anglo-Jewish Preachers also intended to endow 4 
prize in his name. They were indebted to Miss Rose, their Headmistress 
and Assistant Hon. Secretary, for the manner in which she had carried 
on Mr. Stern's work during his illness and since his death. They 
would have to flad a successor to Mr. Stern and it would bea difficult 
task. The Report spoke about the accommodation of the school and 
pointed out that they were unable to increase their numbers owing to the 
fact that the L.C.C, had regarded them as having insufficient play-ground 
room. Here was an opportunity for a benefactor to help them to convert 
some of the property they had already acquired adjacent to the School 
into a playground. An index of the value of their School and of the fact 
that it was functioning properly, was provided in the fact that the children 
actually preferred attending their schools than the other schools in the 
neighbourhood, As regards the religious instruction at the school, the 
standard had been well kept up. In conc'usion, Mr. Adler said that their 
school provided Jewish children with the right environment in which ther 
were taught to feel as Jews but where they were also instructed in the 
very best and finest ideals of citizenship and of loyalty. 

Mr. Eennest Lesser, Vice-President, moved the adoption of the 
Report. 

Mr. Leo ELTon, in secending, called attention to the fact that while 
the children who attended the school displayed such a very nh fevel of 
knowledze and intellizence concerning religious affairs, aftér two or 
three years the same young people appeared to be appallingly ignorant. 
He had had opportunity of observing recently a strikingly clever child who 
forgot almost as quickly as it learned, and he felt that this state of affairs 
constitute 1 a real problem to them. 

Mr. ADLER, replying, said that such observations were fully justified, 
and that continuation teaching was urgently needed. He assured the 
meeting that something concrete in this connection would shortly be 
placed before them. 

The Keport was adopted. 

Mr. FRANK SAMUEL presented the Balance-sheet and said that their 
School had a register of 8090, and that the cost to ths Community of 
running it was really nominal. They had no cndowment and they actually 
maintained their School at under 6s. 8d. per head. They had had severe 
liabilities in the form -of renovations which, when spread over three or 
four years, would transform what appeared to be individually a satisfactory 
financial year into one which called for less reasons for congratulation. 

Mr. JOHN SEBAG. MONTEFIORE proposed the adoption of the Balance. 
sheet, and Mr. T. J. PHILLIPS seconded the motion which was carried. 
The Hon. Officers and Committee and the Representative Manager at the 
Stepney Borough Council were re-elected, on the motion of Mr. E. NORDEN 
seconded by the Rev. M. ZEFFERTT. 

Mr. Jolin Sebag-Montefiore proposed that a copy of the Magazine, 
which he regarded as an inspiring production, should be sent to every sub- 
scriber of the School, and expressed@iBynscif as willing to defray the cost 
of this proposal. He was thanked by the Chairman and by all those 
present.

SERIOUS COMMUNAL NEGLECT 


A HOLIDAY APPEAL 

The Annual Meeting of Governors and Subscribers was held on Monday, 
at Woburn House. Mr. E. A, JOSEPH, a Vice-President, who presided, 
referred to the death of the brother of one of their Hono. Treasurers, 
Mr. William P. Higham, and asked that a letter of condolence be sent to 
Mr. Higham from their Committee. 

in presenting the 115th Annual Report, the Chairman said that there 
had been no new pensions granted, and it had been found impossible to 
increase any existing pensions, however deserving. It had even been 
found necessary to reduce pensions in certain cases, and by these means 
and by the strictest economy they had reduced their overdraft. He could 
not understand, said Mr. Joseph, why all Jewish charities were not’so well 
supported as formerly. It had become incumbent upon them to assist 
distressed foreign kindred, but surely it was their first duty to help those 
among them who were afflicted. Their President, Mr. James A. 
de Rothschild, M.P., who was unfortunately prevented from being present, 
was seriously perturbed by the state of their finances. They would have to 
consider a broadcast a >peal to place before the public. the usefulness and 
urgency of their work for the Jewish blind. Mr. Joseph made a holiday 
request to all those who-e vision is bright and clear, to give up at least 
one of their pleasures or amusements and contribute the money saved to 
their Society. ‘To do so would bring more happiness to the afflicted blind. 

In moving the adoption of ‘he Report, he. praised the personal services 
of their Secretary, Mr. H. M. Harris, and of their Lady Visitor, Miss Rose 
Gaster, who visited patients twice in the year. 

The motion was seconded by -Mr. DIGBY SOLOMON and carried. 

Mr. DESMOND TUCK, in presenting the Balance-sheet, said that their 
outside subscriptions and donations were lamentably small. The Com- 
munity was not alive to the needs of its blind. | 

Mr. LEON ENGEL, in supporting the adoption of the Balance-sheet, 
suggested the formation by the Jewish Blind Society of Aid Societies for 
the purpose of increasing their funds. It was resolved to call a special 
meeting of the Council to consider this project. The Balance-sheet was 


adopted, and the Hon. Officers and Committee, and Investigating Com- 
mittee were re-elected. 


A LUNCHEON was given last week at the London School of Economics 
in honour of the eminent anthropologist, Professor C. G. Selim ww, F.R.S..

The Ninth of Av 
Anniversary of the Expulsion from England 


A TRADITIONAL DATE: VINDICATIONS AND OBJECTIONS 
One of the lesser mysteries of Anglo-Jewish history relates to 
the crowning tragedy of the medieval period—the Expulsion of 
1200. Curiously enough, the text-Of the wdiet which brought this 
about has been lost. Its wording is unknown. Even its precise date 
ig uncertain. In consequence, there was a rare degree of w rangling 
on the subject on the part of scholars and jurists of past genera 
tions. Lord Coke, the great seventeenth century lawyer, denied that 
any formal banishment of the Jews ever took place, putting forward 
as an alternative the ingenious theory that their connection with 
iingland ended as the result of a voluntary exodus. Some authori. 
Lies, like the learned, malevolent. earless Prynne. considered it was 
the outcome of an Act of Parliament. Others with greate: plausi 
bility, considered it to be the rest of the exercise of the royal 
prerogative, this being the view officially taken at the time of the 
Whitehall Conference in 1655. An obscure Latin document. the 
alled statutum de Judeis ex qr Anglia was at one 
time considered to preserve the actual text involved. Unfortunately 
this happens to be dated subsequent fn the event, and there ean en 
little doubt that it is in fact nothing more than a royal lette: 
justifying the drastic step that had been taken. Modern criticism. 
though it has simplified the problem, has not succeeded in 
solving it. 
Cantarinis Reference 
However, certain Hebrew documents, hitherto insufficiently 
appreciated, furnish the clue to the solution of one of the questions 
involyed—that of the exact date of the measure. Rabbi Isaac 
Hayim Cantarini, of Padua, recounting in his PAnap Isaac 
(Amsterdam, 1685) the tribulations of his own community at the 
time of the wars with Turkey, calls attention to the manifold 
catastrophes which had befallen the Jewish people on the Fast of 
the Ninth Day-of Avy: 
Woe, woe to this day: this it is that troubleth Isracl. Indeed, 
the anger of the Lord is kindled against this day, for He hath desired 
it to be a day of rebuking and off-cast ne from times of yore, aday ol 
final destruction and of dreadful euys Upon it he was evangered 


eagainst the generation of the Wilderness: upon it was the First 


‘Temple destroyed ; upon it did He pour forth His anger through th 
minions of Nero, and wreak havoc in the ranks of Israel upon 1t was 


the Second’ Temple torn asunder: upon it was the community of 
Alexandria laid waste ; upon if was Israel expelled from th nadon 
of Inghilterra ; upon it was the exile from France in the vear 5155 
(1595) ; thereon in the year 5224 (1464) did the Evil begin (in Germany 
thereon were they expel'ed from Spain in the year 5252 (1492) without 
pity; thereon in the year 5315 (1555) Pope Paul LV made them drink 
of the cup of staggering, witha noise as of sickness: the.eon was the 
commencement of oppression and trouble in Mantua (in 1652); and in 
the month of Av, as we have heard, was the « xpulsion from 
Vienna. Such and such things have occurred to us upon this sorry day. 
The date of this statement is so late that, without corraboration. 
it would be difficult to put credence in every detail. The first part 
of the passage, however, plainly goes back to an earlier authority 
nearly two hundred years nearer the events which he describes. 
Don Isaac Abrabanel, the great scholar-stateman who witnessed with 
his own eyes the expulsion from Spain, gives in his commentary on 
Jeremiah il., 24 (“in her Month shall they find her’) a precisely 
similar sequence of disasters which took place on the Ninth of Av. 
To prove that Cantarini derived his information from this source, it 
i8 Sufficient to point out that the error regarding the date of the 
expulsion from France (1395 instead of 1894) occurs in both passages. 
Abrabanel’s statement, too, is worth quoting in full: 

In that month was decreed the decree upon the Generation of 
the Wilderness, that they should die there ; and it was the night of the 
Ninth of Av. On that day was the First Temple destroyed, On that 
day was the Second Temple destroyed. On that day was destroyed 
Alexandria, with the great congregation of Jews that was there. On 
that day was wrought the expulsion of the ishiiul that is the knd of the 
Karth, which is called Ingla-terra. On that day was wrought the 
expulsion from France in the year 5155. Many other destructions and 
expulsions were similarly wrought in that month for Israel. And 
what shall I add? For behold, when the King of Spain decreed 
banishment for all the Jews that were in all his dominions, that they 
should go forth within three months, the time ended and the day of 
departure fell on the Ninth of Av. Yet he knew nothing of this, as 
though he were set upon his way by Heaven to determine the limit 
thus, in order to fulfil the word of the Prophet. 


It may be mentioned that this passage returned ultimately to 
England, being cited by Haham David Nieto in his Spanish work on 
Divine Providence published in London in 1715 in order to vindicate 
him from the charge of being a Spinozist. 

Duran’s Lost Work as a Source 

What, however, was Abrabanel'’s authority ? It is necessary to 
enquire into this point before deciding what credence is to be placed 
in his statement, which is corroborated by no other early writer. 
He had access, however, when he dealt with English matters, to a 
source which, to posterity’s incalculable loss, is no longer extant. 
He refers to this in his work on the Messiah, The Salvation of his 
Anointed, in a very important passage : 

- +. . But an expulsion that the kings of the land and its 
authorities should expel the Jews from their land, saying : ** Arise, go 
forth from the midst of my people: ye shall dwell no longer in our 
land ’’—it is not known that this was done in all the lands whereto 
they were exiled until the year 5020 [1. 5050-1290] of the Creation ; 
and its commencement was in France-—not general, but ia single 
cities. But a general expulsion in a whole kingdom was first made in 
the island which is called the Corner of the Earth, that is Ingla-terra, 
in the aforementioned year : there being here several great communi. 
ties, and especially the great city which is called Londres, where 
there were of the children of Isracl two thousand householders. 
- . « And the king of this island made in the same year which |

The Similarity ol language and other considerations make it 
Virtually certain that it was from this same work that Abrabanel 
derived his information regarding the date of the expulsion from 
Mugland—the ninth of Av. The author to whom he refers is, of 
COUuUrss the famous satirist and philosophy r, Protiat Duran, whose 
lost historical work (now, alas! gone beyond hope of recovery) was 
used by other chroniclers of the sixteenth century, such as Solomon 
Usque and Judah ibn Verga. He was born in the second half of the 
fourteenth century in the south of France. and died not long after 
the year 1400. He flourished accordingly less than a century after 
the expulsion from England: and his information regarding this 
event must therefore he treated with deference. 


Manulacturing Coincidences of Date 
It must be confessed, nevertheless, that generic statements 
of the sort quoted above, from Isaac Cantarini and Isaac Abrabanel, 
are always open tO suspicion, and on some occasions can actually be 
proved tnaccurate. It was not, indeed, unnatural to enhance the 
significance of the anniversary by enhancing its terrible record by 
slightly subjective, approximations. Thus, for example, 
the expulsion from Spain, which all Jewish authorities assert to 
have culminated on the Ninth of: Av (which in 1492 fell on August 
Jna actually took place two days ear! cr. on July Sist. Modern 
historians, in orde: io recone ile the two accounts, assume that iu 
slight extension of time was accorded to the unhappy exiles; but 
this does not find any corroboration in the ofticial documents. The 
fact of the matter is,no doubt, that the exiles were soampressed by 
Lhe approximation of their disaster with the great national day of 
mourning thatthey overlooked the slight difference : or that isolated 
yroups here and there managed to delay their departure for another 
counte of days Some of the other events given in the old lists, on 
the other hand, are purely leu ndary or even fictitious. 
However, before dismissing the statement regarding the 
expulsion from England into this category, it is advisable to 
examine the circumstances more closely.

that a decree had been issitted for the rpulsion of the 
(hat these should have been sent out on the actual day on which 
the edict of expulsion was published is not by any means to be 
taken for granted. But, on the other hand, there is no reason what- 
soever why this should not have beenthe case. Jewish historians 
cf the fourteenth and tifteenth and sixteenth centuries knew 
nothing of Sheriffs’ writs and charters and musty English records, 
bhey had nothing to Lo upon but oral tradition or Hebrew martyro 
logies, which may or may not have been correct. In this particular 
case. however, the information which they give is borne out in 
the most striking manner by the actual English records, which came 
to light long after. 


The edict for the expulsion of the Jews from England was_issued, 
then, on July 18th, 1290, on the same day that the proposed measure 
was communicated to the Sheriffs of the Counties (of course, it did 
not come into effect until much later, on November Ist). On the 
same day, no doubt, it became known to the Community of London. 
It happened to be the Ninth of Ay. The coincidence inevitably 
impressed the mind of the Jewish people, becoming part of its 
legendary recollection, handed down from generation to generation : 
but it has been left to the present day for it to receive its scientific 
confirmation. CLR,

£100,000 Gift to Liverpool University 
“A TOKEN OF RATITUDE 

Mr. Harold L. Cohen, of Liverpool, whose family have been 
associated with the city for four generations, has made a gift of 
£100,000 to the University of 
Liverpool for a new library. 

In a letter to Lord Derby, Chan- 
cellor of the University, Mr. Cohen 
states : 

“I believe that the number of 
students in the University of 
Liverpool has now seriously out- 
grown its library facilities. My 
wife and I and our children have 
received so many kindnesses from 
our fellow-citizens that it occurs 
to me that I might find an oppor- 
tunity for expressing my gratitude 
for all these benefits if 1 were to 
try to secure for the young men 
and women of the University a 
chance of obtaining for themselves 
and future generations of students 
the benefits that come from a good 
University library.” 

Mr. Cohen's father, the late 
Alderman Louis Cohen, Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool in 1899-1900, founded and endowed a Chair of 
Dental Surgery at the University in 1920. 

Mr. Harold L. Cohen. J.P., has been closely associated with the 
Liverpool Jewish Community for a number of years, and has taken 
a particular interest in the affairs of the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
the Liverpool Hebrew Schools, the Old Hebrew Congregation, 
Princes Road, and the Jewish Lads’ Brigade and Boys’ Club. By 
his munificent gift of £10,000, Harold House, Chatham Street, the 
headquarters of the J.L.B. and Boys’ Club was built, and has proved 
a valuable addition to the facilities for work among the youbg 
people of the Community.

“The Bloody Week-End 


MANY JEWS MURDERED 


Blackshirt Atrocities 


In his Reichstag speech Hitler made only one reference to 
the Jews. He referred to “the apostles of economic Com- 


anunism, who are causing street-fights, mass terror and the like 


in nearly every céuntry of the world” as  Jewish-internationa! 
benefactors of humanity (Jidisch-internationale Menschheits- 


beglicker).” This was probably a spontaneous expression of the 


Fiihrer’'s “Jewish-Marxist” phobia, vet it indicates change 


neither of heart nor of head in what was obviously a carefully 
considered public statement. Hitler has not forgotten the 
Jews; nor unfortunately were they forgotten over the ~ Bloods 
Week-end " of June 30th. Reports are reaching us daily now 
from several sources which we have no cause to doubt that the 
murders at Hirschberg‘and the murder of young Stein in Berlin 
were not isolated excesses. There was a wave of terrorism 
wainst the Jews. One cannot yet say how far the terror was 
spontaneous and how far organised. But one can no longer 
doubt that there was a terror. 
Blackshirt Murders 


On the night of July lst members of the S5.S_ (the trusted black. 
shirts, who were not disbanded with the storm troops) broke into a 
house occupied by Jews m the town of Hungen in Hessen. 
They started shooting at random. They killed one Jew and 
wounded three others. One of these is not expected to live. They 
then broke into a second Jewish house and found the occupants 
playing cards. They declared this a secret meeting and arrested 
them. Meanwhile the police had been summoned and they tried to 
arrest the blackshirts. The latter refused to admit the right of the 
police to arrest them and resisted ; but reinforcements were brought 
up and they were overpowered. They were taken to Giessen, the 
capital of the province, where special police guards were detailed to 
keep them in custody and, as far as our information goes, they are 
still in prison. 

It will be remembered that the blackshirts played a considerable 
part in the murders of Jews at Hirschberg in Silesia over the same 
week-end. We now learn that the executive power in that district 
was transferred during the week-end from the police to the black. 
shirts, but that the police have now regained control and are 
trying to protect the Jews. All the arrested Jews except one, named 
Lehman, have now been released. Frau Charig, widow of one of the 
murdered men, has been informed by the police that her husband's 
body has been “ given free burial." The local newspaper points out 
that Hirschberg is a summer resort, and if it becomes widely known 
that it is in a state of anarchy the season will be killed. 


‘‘We Have Fixed Him Up ”’ 


At Glogau, a fortress-town also in Silesia, the same week-end 
Dr. Lindemann, a Jewish lawyer, was playing tennis in his garden. 
A party of Storm Troops burst in and took him away. He did not 
return, and his wife later called at the Brown House and asked 
whether she might bring him his coat. The laconic reply was: “ He 
needs nothing. We have fixed him up.” No further news has been 
received and he is presumed by his friends to have been murdered. 
In the same town another Jewish lawyer named Jakobson was 
attacked in his own house by blackshirts and beaten with rubber 
bludgeons. He is dangerously ill. 


At Landeshut, a manufacturing town in Silesia, a Jewish lawyer 
named Schuftan was murdered. 

A social gathering of Jewish Front Soldiers was being held in 
the Tempelhof district of Berlin. They were sitting down to a meal 
when Storm Troopers, not in uniform, broke in and attacked them 
with knives. Several ex-Servicemen were wounded. On the way 
home by Underground the President of the Organisation, Herr 
Sterenberg, died of heart-failure. 

At a small town in Wiirttemburg, such is the danger of a pogrom 
that Jews have for some time been prohibited from going out into the 
streets after nine o'clock in the evening. During the Bloody Week- 


end they were ordered not to appear in the streets at all on Saturday, 
again on Sunday and again on Monday. 


Suicide of Erich Muehsam 


Another death to report is that of Erich Miihsam, of Munich, who 
was put into Sonnenburg concentration camp after. the Reichstag 
fire, has languished there untried for fifteen months and is now 
officially reported to have committed suicide. Jew, poet, dramatist, 
publicist, socialist and incorruptible, Herr Miihsam was doomed as 


soon as Hitler seized power. He was the friend and patron of young 
writers. He was one of the few writers who kept his head during 
the War, and he suffered for it afterwards. The Second Reich 
sentenced him to fifteen years’ imprisonment for treason—and 
pardoned him after seven years. His last public appearance was at 
a meeting of the Schutzverband of German Writers on March 7th 
1933, when he denounced Hitlerism. It was his last great testimony 
of his belief in freedom and human love. In Sonnenburg they 
plucked out his beard, hair by hair. They broke all his teeth, they 
spat in his mouth, they thrashed him. But he was not forgotten. 
On Wednesday of last week an appeal was sent to Hitler asking for 
his release from Oranienburg, where he had been transferred. The 
appeal came from England, the United States, Poland, Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, Spain, Holland and Switzerland. The English 
signatories included the Bishop of Birmingham, Canon Donaldson, 
Sir George Gillett, M.P., Professor Julian Huxley, Professor Harold 
Laski, Lord Ponsonby, Canon Raven, Chaplain to H.M. the King, 
the Very Rev. H. R. L. Sheppard, Professor R. H. Tawney, Brig.-Gen. 
Crozier, Sir Philip Gibbs, the Dean of Canterbury, Sir Walter 
Layton, J. B. Priestley and Hugh Walpole. Hitler's answer was 
delivered the same day: “ Erich Miihsam has committed suicide.” 

The Times reports that “ Feldafing, a well-known holiday resort 
some twenty miles south of Munich, which is much frequented by 
British tourists, has decided te put across all the roads leading into 
the village streamers bearing the inscription * Jews are undesirable.’ 
During the last few days schoolboys have been marching through 
the streets singing anti-Jewish songs of an .offensive description. 
Though the reaction of the public was one of general disapproval, 
and visitors left the public swimming baths as a protest when the 
lads appeared. These boys are backed up by the authorities, as was 
shown by the arest of an ex-Army officer who told them to be quiet 
and go home. This gentleman had his passport taken away from 
him and was released only on condition that he would report to the 
police daily.” 

Brownshirt Murders 


On June 30th, S.A. men seized a Jewish merchant named Oppen. 
heim, in a village in the Taunus, near Frankfurt, and compelled 
him to surrender his accounts, which contained the names of 5.A. 
men who owed him money. They then murdered him. They were 
arrested and declared that they did not know if they would continue 
to be in the S.A., and had, therefore, taken this last opportunity of 
expunging their debt. How far this is a complete explanation of 
most of these murders it is impossible to say. 

In Bayreuth the S.A. entered the house of a Jewish dealer 
named Reinhaus, beat him savagely and abducted himinacar. He 
has not been heard of since, and all information has been refused to 
his wife. 

In Agnetendorf, in the Riesengebirge, a Jewish dealer was 
abducted and murdered. 


‘(Hang the Jews!”’ 


In Essen, the Board of the Jewish Community issued a circular 
to its members asking them to record cases where a song containing 
the line Hang the Jews!" was sung in schools or marching parties, 
in order to lodge a complaint. As a result, four members of the 
Board were arrested and only released after eight days. 

At. Niiremberg, Julius Streicher’s stronghold, forty-five Jews 
have been arrested. The police report states that they “ defamed 
the regime.” It does not mention that they are all Jews. 

From independent. sources we learn that two Jews have dis- 
appeared from Munich. No trace of them can be found. 

Two Jews have been arrested for discussing the influence of the 
recent events on the Government's policy towards the Jews. They 
were travelling by train, and in the course of their conversation 
they drifted to discussing the Jewish situation. A man sitting in 
the same compartment followed them out when they left the train 
and stopped them on the platform, revealing tiat he was a secret 
police officer, and took them into custody. As far as our information 
goes they are still under arrest without trial. 

It is reported on good authority that refugees from Germany 
have been arriving in Czechoslovakia in considerable numbers since 
the beginning of the month. 


Government’s Future Policy 

They have good cause to flee, if we may trust an interview 
given to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency by a member of the Govern- 
ment who is of high standing, both in the Government and in the 
National Socialist Party—but not of high enough standing to dare 
to divulge his name. “The future policy of the German Govern- 
ment in respect to the Jews,” he said, “ will be one in which serious 
acts of violence will have no part. The anti-Jewish events in 
Silesiaand Hessen are greatly deplored by all responsible officials, 
and the Government is making every effort to prevent any recurrence 
of such things.” As an illustration of this anxiety, he mentioned 
that when Dr. Goebbels was going to deliver an anti-Jewish speech 
recently, the police were given special orders to watch out that no 
pogroms should follow—which is remarkably like striking matches 
in a munition factory and arranging for the fire brigade to stand by. 
“The future policy of the’ Government,’ he continued, “will be to 
continue pushing the Jews quietly out of the economic, political and 
cultural life of the country. The Government does not desire blood- 
shed, which would give ground for anti-German agitation in the 
foreign Press, and prefers the method of quiet elimination of .the 
Jews, which is not sensational, does not provide material for stirring 
newspaper reports and headlines, and is ultimately much more 
effective. There is no intention to abate in any way the strictest 
application of the Aryan paragraph. The insistence on the race 
principle is as strong as ever, and the latest indication of this is the 
publication by Dr. Goebbels’ Ministry of Propaganda of its July list 
of recommendations of the best books of the month, containing six 
books, two of them dealing with the race question.” These are 
eran Education,” by Gross, and “ Race and Soul,” by 

aAuss. 

Yet an order has been issued over the signature of President 

Hindenburg which we believe to be the first order of the Hitler 
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regime Which could contain a “ non-Aryan” restriction and does 
not do so. It provides that all German soldiera who fought at the 
front will receive a Cross of Honour. There is no “non Aryan | 
restriction in regard to any of the three classes of the Cross. which 
will be awarded to all front soldiers who fought in the War, and in 
the case of those who fell in battle, to their parents or widows. 

But the very same day (last Saturday) the Reich Minister of 
Posts issued an order tightening up the application of the Aryan 
Clause in the Postal Service. “No promotion is possible,’ it says, 
“unless and until proof is produced of pure Aryan origin. Even 
those employees who were called upon previously to prove their 
Aryan descent must now hand in immediately a certificate to this 
effect. Those who send in new applications for employment 
in the Post Office must not only prove that they themselves are pure 
Aryans, but also that their wives are pure Aryaus. Those who are 
already employed in the Postal Service who wish.to marry must 
produce proof that their intended wives are pure Aryans. 


‘*Jewish’’ Cabarets Closed 


The ~ Culture Chamber’ of Dr. Goebbels has never ceased its 
anti-Semitic activity. Recently it issued an order closing all the 
s0-called Jewish cabarets of Berlin. Ever since Jewish actors have 
been driven off the German stage. an Increasing number of them 
nave taken to performing in the Allein Kunst or cabarets These 
performances would be attended mostly by Jews—hence their name 

Jewish Cabarets more and more Aryans came to see 
their old favourites and it is ostensibly to prevent the “ contami 
nation of these ~ Aryans that the cabarets have been closed. 
It is announced that they will shortly be re opened, but only on the 
same basis as the Jewish Culture League, namely that no non-Jew 
shall be allowed to altend, not even as newspaper critic. This 
will be the final exclusion of Jewish artists from the “ Ar yan public. 

Another order of the Kultur Kammer makes it possible to forbid 
any foreign film in which Jewish artists or producers are engaged. 
Hitherto such films could not be prohibited unless there was a 

popular outcry against them.” No such “popular outcry’ needs 
to be manufactured now; foreign tilmys with Jewish artists can be 
prohibited as a matter of routine. 

The Press is already demanding the banning of “ The Czardas 
which was photographed by a Jew, and The Private 
secretary,’ which features the Jewish actor Herr Bressart. Owing 
to the difficulties of obtaining good new films several Berlin cinemas 
are showing revivals. One of them dared to put on Elisabeth 
Kergner’s old success Der Traiimende Mund.” It ran successfully 
for several days. Then it was banned 

In this connection it is pertinent to recall a story told by the 
PRAGER TAGEBLATT. A little time ago two excursion trains 
arrived at Marienbad, a Czechoslovakian resort near the German 
frgntier. They were full of trippers from Regensburg and Nurem.- 
berg, Julius Streicher'’s stronghold. “That evening,’ reported the 
rAGEBLATT, one could meet most of these Germans in a sold-out 
cinema where ‘Catherine the Great, with Elisabeth Bergner was 
being shown.”

The Executive of the Jewish Community of the Free State of 
Danzig lately lodged a complaint with the League of Nations and 
Dr. Rauschning, the President of the Danzig Senate, against the 
anti-Semitic speeches delivered recently by Herr Greiser, the Vice- 
President of the Senate, and the Danzig Nazi District leader, Herr 
Forster. In a recent speech Herr Forster said: “ You may be sure 
that we have not forgotten the Jews. They are constantly forcing 
themselves in a very unpleasant manner upon our memory, and one 
day it will be necessary to cut out this pestilent tumour and to take 
away from the Jews the rights that were given them in a time of 
unnatural thought.’ The Danziger Ecuo reports that it has 
information that an order to prohibit Shechita is to be issued in 
Danzig. Dr. Rauschning has now received a delegation of the 
Jewish Community who set out to him their grievances. They also 
raised the question of the danger.of a‘ prohibition of Shechita, 
and a number of matters affecting the rights of the Jewish popula. 
lion including the anti-Jewish economic boycott agitation. The 
President assured the delegation that he would enquire into these 
complaints and seek to remove the grounds for them. 


Mixed Marriages ' 


The Leipzig Supreme Court has decided in principle that 


Jewish-* Aryan’ marriages cannot be dissolved on the ground that 


they are “ mixed” unless the “ Aryan’ party was ignorant that the 
other was Jewish at the time the marriage was concluded. For 
this reason it has reversed the decision of a Karlsruhe court which 
had granted the dissolution of such a marriage. 


Mr. Harold Picton’s Experiences 


Mr. Harold Picton lectured at the Friends’ House, Euston Road, on 
Tuesday last, on “My Experiences in Republican and Nazi Germany.” 
Mr. Picton gave instances of the terrible assaults which were made upon 
innocent people, and declared: “ For God's sake do not let us pretend 
that things are after all not so bad there as people make out.” He 
instanced an assault committed upon a friend of his atacafé. Whena 
lady present protested to a policeman, the latter shrugged his shoulders, 
and said: “ What can you expect if you consort with Jews?” “As a matter 
of fact,” said Mr. Picton, “ my friend was not a Jew, but his assailant was 
never punished ; he was merely promoted.” When Dr. Goebbels declared 
at Geneva that there were no anti-Jewish laws in Germany at present, he 
was uttering a thumping lie, and it simply meant that they were unable 
to accept the word of the Nazi Government. Mr. Picton warned his 
hearers to be very cautious about what they heard from visitors from 
Germany. German people were terrorised into painting false pictures of 
conditions in their own country, and were impressed with the reiterated 
refrain that there were Nazi spies everywhere. In conclusion, Mr. Picton 
urged his hearers to do all in their power to support those in Germany 
who were the victims of the wicked powers of darkness at present 


extending over Europe.

Prospects For District Ministers’ Scheme 


Recommendations of Special Finance Committee 


A meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue was held on 
Tuesday, at the Communal Centre. Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN 
presided. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the deeply felt loss of the Rev. A. A. 
Green and the Rey. J. F. Stern. He asked to be allowed to convey 
their sympathy with the relatives of the deceased. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the Report of the Executive Committee. 
He said he was sure that everyone would hear with deep regret of 
the forthcoming retirement of the Rev. M. Rosenbaum from the 
Ministry of the Borough Synagogue, after a period of nearly thirty 
vears. It was proposed to appoint him as Emeritus Minister of the 
Borough Synagogue. In view of his exceptional knowledge of the 
ndministrative side of Synagogue work they would make use 
of his services and provide in that direction an honorarium at the 
rate of £66 per annum, which would bring his pension to £400. 

This was agreed to and also that the vacancy at the Borough 
synagogue be declared.

At last Sunday's meeting of the Board of Deputies, the last 
pefore the summer vacation, the election was held for the various 
“ommittees and of additional members on the Law and Parlia- 
mentary and General Purposes Committee.

Mr. JULIUS JUNG (Gladstone Park and Neasden) expressed surprise 
tnata notice of motion sent in by him had not been put upon the 
agenda.

"Tine Anglo Jewish Association has ratiti lforafurther period three 
i¢ agreement with the Board relative to the conduct of foreign affaires 

The Committee learns with deep revret of the resignation of Sir Leonard 
Lobpen. 

The complexity of the events which have recently occurred in Germany, is 
euch as tofjustify the Committee in refraining from any comment at this 
juncture. 

The terrorist activities of the National Radical Party in Poland against the 
jews have within the last few weeks considerably diminished as the result of the 
irm stand taken by the Polish Government following the assassination of 
M. Pieracki. 

The Polish Government has announced its intention of re-opening the 
juestion of Minorities Treaties by proposing that the League of Nations should 
summon an international conference to discuss the extension of these treaties 
all countries. 

Some anxiety has been aroused by reports of the expulsion at short notice of 
lows from Thrace and the Dardanelles, and the consequent miserable plight of 
‘he refugees in Constantinople. General Ismet Pasha, the Prime Minister of 
‘urkey, has expressed his strong disapproval of the expulsions and his intention 
punish those responsible. \ stmect enquiry has been ordered, under the 


_ personal direction of the Minister of the Interior. 


Referring to the paragraph in the report recording the resigna- 
tion of Sir Leonard Cohen, Mr. LAskt asked Mr. Lionel Cohen, one 
of their Vice-Presidents, to convey to his father not only a message 
of gratitude for his past services but a message of affection and 
respect. (Applause.) 

With regard to the paragraph headed “ Germany ” the President 
said there had been a meeting specially convened that day at which 
it was decided that the report of the Joint Foreign Committee 
should, for reasons which all of them could well imagine, be limited 
to the words used in that paragraph. 

Rabbi Dr. DaIcuEs (Leeds, Beth Hamedrash) supported 
the attitude of the Foreign Committee in connection with present 
events in Germany and pointed’ to the dangers for the Jews of 
Germany if the other course were adopted. 

Mr. MORRIS MYER (Cannon Street Road), while not quarrelling 
with the report of the Joint Foreign Committee regarding Germany 
because at the present time it might not be advisable to say 
more—said it would bea great mistake if they accepted this attitude 
a8 an expression of policy. 

Mr. P. Horow1rrz (Dunk Street Beth Hamedrash) said that if the 
Jews were safer in Germany than they were a year ago it was due 
to a feeling on the part of the German authorities that the Jewish 
community in Germany had behind them a solid body of 14,000,000 
Jews all over the world. 

A Personal Attack 

Mr. L. ExTon (United Synagogue) was about to address the 
Board, when Dr, BLONSTEIN asked if it was in order “ for this gentle- 
man to speak on this subject when it is a known fact that he deals 
with Germany ?” 

The PresipEent told Dr. Blonstein that if his remark was meanf 
to be offensive he had achieved his object. Mr. Elton’s remarks 
were in order. | 

Mr. ELTON said he had conferred with the leaders of German 
Jewry an@“he spoke from personal knowledge when he told the 
Board that its attitude and that of the Joint Foreign Committee was 
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entirely within the desire and the approval of the leaders of German 
Jewry. 

Mr. M. H. Davis, Law. (Federation of Synagogues) asked the 
President for his ruling. He (Mr. Laski) bad declared that no self 
respecting Jew would deal in German goods and services.

Palestine Committee 


Dr. ISRAEL FELDMAN (Great! moved the Report of the Palestine 
Committee which referred principally to the recent deputation to 
the Colonial Secretary, an official communique concerning which 
has already appeared in these columns. 

Mr. J. BOLLOTEN (Manchester. Hightown) expressed his ,lissatis- 
faction with the result of the deputation, because what the Colonial 
secretary had said had become more or less ster oly dl. 

The Rey. M. L. PERLZWEIG (North London, Liberal express d 
particular pleasure that the deputation should have been introduced 
by Sir Isidore Salmon, and hoped that it was but the beginning of 
an active interest on the part of Sir Isidore in Palestine. In his 
opinion these representations had done an enormous amount of good 
and were already beginning to produce results. He made two 
criticisms, however. One, that it was a mistake from the point of 
view of policy and results likely to be achievéd to over-emphasise 
the needs of German Jewry, for they were in danger of under-stating 
the position of other Jewries—in ’Poland, for example, three-and.a- 
balf million Jews were living in abject misery. ‘The other criticism 
was that their Jewish rights in Palestine which were writteu into 
the Mandate were not dependent upon the particular phase of 
economic development in the country. His Majestys Government 
was pledged to facilitate the establishment of the Jewish National 
Home. and if the letter which the Prime Minister wrote. to Dr. 
Weizmann was carefully read it would be seen that this point was 
brought out. 

Sir OsmMonD E. DAVIGDOR-GOLDsMID (Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion) referring to criticisms of overlapping so far as the deputations 
of the Jewish Agency and the Board were concerned, made it clear 
that there was no danger whatever of any overlapping and that 
there had been no difference of opinion or of policy so far as the 
two deputations were concerned. They came from two pntirely 
different bodies. The deputation of the Board was with th@®@olonial 
Secretary for over an hour, and so it was possible for them to 
imagine that the two criticisms mentioned by Mr. Perlzweig might 
possibly have been discussed with him. (Laughter.) 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, M.P., reminded the Board that there was 
also a Parliamentary delegation of those members who went with 
him to Palestine recently. They represented a point of view at 
which neither the Jewish Agency nor the Board of Deputies could 
cavil. He also commented upon the new interesting departure 
by the Board on Palestinian matters, and said he was delighted to 
see that now Anglo-Jewish opinion vas consolidated upon something 
which was of the utmost importance to them. 

The Report was carried. 


Administrattve Re. organisation 

Discussion was then continued on the Rowson Report from the 
last meeting, at which it will be recalled, a number of recommenda. 
tions were dealt with and agreed upon. 

The PRESIDENT, speaking on the question of finance, said that 
there would be submitted to them that day a resolution for the setting 
up of a Committee who would deal with that aspect of the question. 

In connection with recommendation VI of the Rowson Com. 
mittee, “the Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary Committee 
should have the status of Hon. Officer and be a member of the 
Executive Committee,” the Board agreed to the following amend.

The PRESIDENT announced that it had been decided not to dis- 
cuss that day recommendation VII of the Rowson Committee that 
“the Concordat in foreign affairs between the Board and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association should not be disturbed.” 

Mr. Percy Conen (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) 
moved recommendation VIII that “a paid Secretary with journalistic 
capacity and experience shou!d be appointed to the Press and 
Information Committee.” 

In seconding the adoption of this recommenda the Kev. 
M. L. PeRLZWEIG pointed out the necessity for a well organised 
Press and Information Department working not under the guidance 
of amateurs but of professional people who were experts. 

After a discussion in which there was unanimity of opinion in 
its favour the recommendation was adopted without a single 
dissentient. 

Mr. M. GorRDON LIVERMAN, J.P. (Dublin United) then moved on 
behalf of the Committee on Administration: ~ That a Committee 
be appointed in pursuance of Recommendation Il to consider and 
report on Rocommendations IIl and IX and the steps constitu. 
tionally and financially necessary to give effect to these and other 
recommendations that may be approved by the Board, and that the 
following be invited to serve on the Committee:

| Aliens 

The Aliens Committee report moved by Mr. H. S. SCHILDKRAUT 
(Order Achei Brith) was carried. In the course of the report it is 
stated 

The Committee desires to Udraw'attention to the valuable work carried out 
by the Advisory Committee for the admission of Jewish ecclesiastical officers, 
and expresses the hope that the specific functions of that Committee will be 
duly recognised by Congregations who apply for the admission of ecclesiastical! 
officials. In order to save time and avoid overlapping, it is highly desirable 
that such applications should be made through the Advisory Committee and 
not direct to Government departments. 

The following extract from the report of the Commissioner of Police for the 
Metropolis for 1933 is quoted: The total number of aliens over sixteen years of age 
shown on the register on the 3ist December, 1933, was-113,624, as against 126,508 
at the close of 1932. ‘The total includes: Russians 40,541 (35.7 per cent.), Poles 
5,038 (4.4 per cent.), and Germans 12,093 (10.6 per cent.). The further reduction 
of 12,884 in the total is due to the continued special check of the register (by 
which unreported deaths and departures from the United Kingdom are revealed), 
the acquisition of British nationality by naturalisation or marriage, and the 
exemption from registration granted early in the vear to women who had 
possessed british nationality prior to marriage | 

During the year 128 aliens convicted of offences or otherwise found 
undesirable, were required to leave the United Kingdom from this district under 
deportation orders, and 11 undesirable aliens who left voluntarily have been 
debarred from re-admission. Prosecutions for offences against the Aliens 
Regulations were instituted in 228 cases,.and 206 convictions resulted, A careful 
watch is kept on alien students and visitors seeking or accepting unauthorised 
employment, and appropriate cases have been duly reported to the Secretary of 


state. 
Shylock in Schools 

The Education Committee report, moved by Lady Spielman, 
(Union of Jewish Women), states, inter alia: 

The Committee has given attention to the views expressed at a recent 
Religious Education conference, implying* that the alleged prevalence of anti- 
Jewish feeling among schoolchildren was to be attributed to the widespread use 
of ‘‘The Merchant of Venice ”’ as the first Shakespearean play to be studied in 
elementary schools. The Committee considers that the evidence that can be 
adduced in support of these views is of too indefinite a character to warrant 
action at the present time. The matter is being carefully watched. 

A lengthy debate centred around the paragraph of the Report 
dealing with the teaching of “ The Merchant of Venice " in Schools. 

Mr. PERLZWEIG said that one of the bitterest experiences of his 
life was the reading of the play in aclass of schoolchildren in which 
he happened to be the only Jewishchild. He remembered distinctly 
that while that class had not shown the slightes€sign of anti- 
Semitism, after the reading of the play it began to recite little 
rhymes such as “ Nebuchadnezzar King of the Jews." The fact that 
“The Merchant of Venice’’ happened to be a great piece of literature 
made it more potent in its evil effects. 

Mr. ISRAEL COHEN (Golders Green) said that on account of the 
great amount of evil which this play had produced they ought to take 
steps to prevent the evil from continuing. So far as the elementary 
schools were concerned, they ought not to lose any time in making 
the necessary representations to the London County Council and 
the other Education authorities in other parts of the country, with 
a view to the total exclusion of this play from the curriculum of 
these schools in future. , 

Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES said that it would not be right to 
ask the school authorities to eliminate a masterpiece of the greatest 
English poet from their curriculum. They ought to see that a new 
and proper commentary was written on “ The Merchant of Venice.” 
Shakespeare was much harder on the Christians than he was on the 
Jew, and what they required was that the play should be read and 
understood properly and made clear to the children. 

Mr. Maurice Jacoss (Brighton) thought they would be showing 
themselves much too sensitive if they tried to interfere with the 
teaching of English literature in the schools. 

Mr. GopFREY CHERNS (Grand Order of Israel) assured the Board 
that the teachers of this country were not anti-Semitic and said that 
they should leave the teaching of the play to the goodwill of the 
Education Board and the teachers. 

Lady SPIELMAN assured the Board that if she had the honour of 
being re-elected on the Education Committee this matter would be 
brought before the next meeting of the Committee.

Coleridge Centenary 


The Poet and Sir Moses Montefiore 


AN INTERESTING LETTER 
[From a Correspondent | 


Wednesday next (July 25th) is the Centenary of the death of 
Samuel Taylor Coleridge, the great English poet. That he was an 
intimate friend of the Montefiore family is not generally known. 
The year before his death, 1833, he spent at Ramsgate—for many 
vears the home of the Montefiores. In a letter to Mrs. Lockhart, 
the daughter of Sir Walter Scott, who was then residing in the 
town, he wrote: 

My DeAR MADAM,—As Mr. Gillman, who, spite of wind and 
weather, loitered about the Pier till the Steam Packet arrived, could 
not descry Mr. Lockhart, I fear you may not see him till to-morrow. 
Under the expectation of his arrival this evening, we had proposed to 
callon you to-morrow afternoon about + before three, and to have 
proposed your going withus. . . tothe Jewish Synagogue, which not 
Jewish, but Christian ignorance has called the Temple,-where Mr. 
Mayer [the Rey. E. Myers}, the Minister, has offered to shew us all 
that there is to be shewn, and then if you would further like to see 
the place lighted up, and their ceremonial service on Friday evening, 
of course I should be happy to accompany you. I happen to be a 
favourite among the descendents of Abraham; and Mr. Montefiore 
the munificent founder of this Synagogue has expressed a strong wish 
to be introduced’to the Author of “The Friend.” His father, lately 
deceased, was without exception the most beautiful old Man I ever 
saw— beauty in the form of Nobleness and Venerableness. I therefore 
intend to be at the Synagogue on Friday . 

With an old man’s love and blessings . . | am,dear Madam, 
with many dear recollections and with affectionate esteem,—Your 
obliged friend, 8. T. COLERIDGE. 


The letter is dated: “ Tuesday evening, July 22nd, 1833. It is 
now in the Dover Castle Library. The “ Mr. Gillman" he mentions 
was Dr. Gillman, in whose hands Coleridge had been since 1816, under 
treatment, to combat his love of opium. “~The Friend” wasa paper 
edited by Coleridge from 1809-10, while residing with the Wordsworth 
family at Keswick. The “ Mr. Montefiore” later became Sir Moses, 
the great philanthropist. 

A year later, at the age of sixty-two, Coleridge died at his home, 
3, The Grove, Highgate, now occupied by Mr. J. B. Priestley.

My DEAR COUSIN, 

My friend the Antiquary always observes the Three Weeks in 
accordance with ancient custom. At this period of the year, there 
fore, there is a break in the regular soeial gatherings at his house. 
But this does not mean that he discontinues meetings for communal 
affairs. If anything, he is more keenly interested in communal 
problems during the Three Weeks than at any other time of the 
year: Last Tuesday evening a number of us were with him at such 
a gathering and, when our business was done, someone mentioned 
the Ninth of Av, and casually suggested that the observance of this 
Mast was not widespread in these days. 

 More’s the pity!” said the Antiquary. “I think that what we 
need is an intelligent understanding of what the day recalls. Ihave 
often wondered why the suggestion has never been made that we in 
Anglo Jewry might read on Tisha Be'Ay the story recorded in the 
‘Wars of the Jews,’ handed down to posterity by the pen of Josephus, 
who was not only the histortan of the tragedy but also one of the 
actors init. You may perhaps think that his narrative is biassed. 
No matter: it gives you a vivid picture of the events, and to read 
his story 1s to impress it on the mind. A Jew who learns the facts 
must of necessity be moved by them, and so understand the 
inwardness of the Ninth of Ay.” 

Does that matter?” a squeaky voice chimed in. It belonged 
to the Traditionalist, who declared that for him the inwardness of 
any custom or practicé or celebration was of no moment. If it was 
done in the past by Jews, that was good enough for him. He would 
carry iton.

“The first scene in the drama was enacted in the year 6° before 
the common era; the last in the year 70 after. In these one hundred 
and thirty-three years the shadow of Rome darkened the horizon o! 
Jewish life. Two brothers, unworthy descendants of the tirst 
Maccabees, came to Pompey in the year 63 B.c.£. to settle their claims 
to the throne of Judwa: Naturally Pompey’s decision was not 
accepted by the loser. Civil war ensued ; Roman soldiers slaughtered 
Jews —12,000 is the figure mentioned. When Pompey was defeated 
by Cwsar, the latter likewise appeared in Palestine. Intrigues 
brought Herod, an Edomite and not a Jew, to the throne: when he 
died in the year 4 B.c.F., Roman power over Palestine was firmly 
established. Rome was represented on the spot by. Procurators 
whose immediate chiefs were the Prefects of Syria. 

“The Jews were «a proud people, As they surveyed the world 
around them perhaps they had reason to be proud. Imagine, there- 
fore, what their feelings must have been under the rule of Herod, 
who was no Jew by race; and after his time under the representa- 
tives of Rome. One object of the Roman procurators was to keep 
the peace in the land. That necessitated an army of occupation. 
True, the Procurator lived in Cmwsarea, going to Jerusalem only 


on the Festivals when the capital was crowded with Pilgrims, But ; 


the Procurators were on the whole a greedy lot, who went to Pales- 
tine for what they could make. Their names are immaterial; to 
the Jews they were the symbol of their political slavery. Perhaps 
the most oppressive and unscrupulous of the Procurators was Gessius 
Florus (64-66). Tacitus, the Roman historian, summed up the position 
when he declared that the patience of the Jews held out until Gessius 
Florus appeared on the scene; then the war broke out. 

“One of the earliest irritations was the census of the Jews, 
demanded by the Emperor in order to establish a cent on for 
taxation. The Jews showed determined opposition to this measure, 
and but for the appeal of the High Priest of the day, who counselled 
patience and submission, a rebellion would certainly have broken 
out. But it was only postponed. The Procurators treated the Jews 
as though they were ‘ natives’; they did not hide their derision of 
the Jewish religious ceremonial; they were venal to a degree, selling 
justice to the highest bidder and oppressive in their demands for 
money. Hostility to them grew and ‘increased; the Jew writhed 
inwardly against the injustices to which he was subjected. Help 
came from no quarter. Self-help was obviously the only course. A 
party of uncompromising nationalists came into existence ; but even 
among these zealots there were extreme left-wingers who did not 
shrink from assassination. These knife-men roamed the country, 
striking down Jews and Romans alike, fighting among themselves, 
making life uncertain. 

“Things became critical when Gessius Florus determined to 
seize the treasures in the Temple. He was met with determined 


opposition. The Roman garrison in Jerusalem was overpowered ; 
the Jews were in open rebellion against Rome. The Prefect of 
Syria, Cestius Gallus, could not avoid taking action. He marched 
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into Palestine ivthe spring of the year 66 c.k. with a good-sized 
army, and reached Jerusalem to besiege it. The zealots in the 
capital made ready for him. But losing courage, Cestius, without 
any reason, withdrew, and allowed himself to be pursued by the 
Jews. Imagine the triumphal return of the Zealots!

~ The authorities in Rome likewise realised the enormity of the 
event. The defeat must be w ip “i out. Accordingly, the most 
experienced general of the day was sent for -Vespasian who had 
had a distinguished military career in Britain. 


He had his work cuf 
out for him. 


The rebellion had spread through the whole country. 
In March, 67 ¢.8., Vespasian set out frém, Antioch with his legions. 
He entered Palestine from the north and won his way through 
Galilee to Jerusalem. The gruesome and horrible details of the war 
must be read in the pages of Josephus. Suffice it to say that the 
zealots were mad in thei: hatred, Giving no quarter and expecting 
none. In 69 ¢.e, Vespasian was proclaimed Emperor, and commis 
sioned his son Titus to « ompl te the work of conquering Judea. 

In the spring of 70 c.e. the Roman army reached Jerusalem. It 
was the eve of Passover, and the city was full of pilgrims. Titus 
appealed to the Jews to submit and to continue the conditions that 
prevailed before the outbreak. The Zealots yeplied with words of 
scorn. It was to be a fight to the tinish. Hunger soon devastated 
the city; women consumed their own children ; those who attemped 
to escape from the hell within were crucified by the enemy without. 
This process was continued in order to send terror into the hearts 
of the besieged. But so great was the multitude of victims that. as 
Josephus reports, ‘room was wanting for the crosses, and crosses 
wanting for the bodies. Meanwhile in Jerusalem itself terror and 
famine, death and destruction filled the inhabitants with misery. 
The knife-men went about killing any on the slightest suspicion of 
not being one hundred per cent. anti-Roman. Josephus describes 
how the Jewish warriors rushed out to attack the enemy, treading 
on corpses as they went. The streets flowed with blood. 
the enemy was battering the wa!l!ls of the city.

In 1874 he was appointed the 
first Minister of the Manchester congregation, and in 1877 he received 
a “call” as lecturer, etc., of the ‘‘Shearith Israel’’ congregation of 
New York. In 1879 he was re-appointed for five years. He passed 
his first medical examination last year and passed the final examination 
in May last, receiving his diploma on the 19th ult.

‘No Arab Unemployment’ 


---—_ 
Clear Statement in Government Report 


THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
[From our Correspondent—J ERUSALEM ] 

The old axiom of “ Truth will out” has been clearly demon. 
strated once more in Palestine in regard to the oft-repeated state- 
ment of the adverse effect of Jewish settlement upon the Arabs and 
the displacement of Arab labour by Jewish newcomers. Once more 
the myth of the “ harm” the Jews are doing to their neighbours has 
been exploded. This time it is in a clear statement by the 
Department of Agriculture and Forests on crop. prospects, 
contained in its latest bulletin on agricultural conditions in this 
land. The acute lack of hands has caused farmers in the south of 
Palestine “to fear losses of ripe standing crops which cannot be 
harvested expeditiously.’ There is a shortage of labour in the 
Jaffa-Ramleh district, especially in the villages of the central plain 
and foot-hills (an Arab area). In the Gaza-Majdal district, south of 
Jaffa, where the harvest is proceeding, 
labour in this district and an increase of wages is reported, notwith- 
standing the influx of Bedouin from Sinai.’ 

It is interesting to state that a year ago, a Government state. 
ment put Arab unemployment, mainly in agriculture, at 20,500; now 
even the immigration of nomadic Bedouin, over whom no control is 
kept, is insufficient to make up the scarcity in Arab cereal-growing 
districts. Naturally there is a reason; such Arab labour as was free 
has been absorbed by Jewish plantations, as well as by Arab farms. 
Hence there is every ground for justification of the statement by 
the Jewish Agency that the Jews are contributing substantially to 
Arab economic benefits, for what peasant would care to work at a 
low wage in cereals when he is assured of higher pay and less 
arduous conditions on a Jewish estate? So that with hundreds of 
thousands of Arab labourers fully occupied, and a dearth of labour in 
their own agricultural sphere that cannot be made up even by the 
thousands of unauthorised immigrants from Sinai (which is in 
Egypt. and hence outside Palestine), the Government still regards 
the economic absorptive capacity of this country insofar as Jews are 
concerned as being fully met by the issue of 5,500 labour certificates 
for six months! : 

Obviously there is some lack of co-ordination between the 
Department of Immigration, which collates labour statistics on the 
basis of theoretical assumption of labour needs, and the Department 
of Agriculture, which observes conditions at first hand through its 
various inspectors and assesses labour needs by practical applica. 
tion. The Authorities would do well to take serious note of the 
statement by the Director of€Agriculture as to actual rather than 
supposed conditions of labour absorption here. 


The Government Surplus 


The staggering total of £2,510,000 cash surplus, a sum equal to 
a whole vear's expenditure, is now in hand in the Government 
Treasury and is invested in various securities. The surplus in hand 
at April 1, 1933, was £1,230,296; during the year ending March 31, 
1934, of which the figures have just been published, the revenue 
was £3,985,492 and the total expenditure was £2,704,855, so that the 
annual net surplus for 1933-34 was £1,280,000. Sanguine observers 
believe that inthe coming year, the cash surplus will be brought up 
to a total of four million pounds, surely no mean indication of the 
prosperity that controlled Jewish immigration has brought to— 
among others—the Government coffers. 

Even Syrian and Lebanese merchants are casting covetous, eyes 
on Palestine, and a migration of a number of them, mainly to Haifa,

movement from Trans-Jordan and the Hauran of labourers whe. 
attracted here by the story of prosperity and wealth, are indeed able 
to earn high wages and send substantial remittances to their 
distressed families at home. 

Self-Government 

The rumours of a Legislative Council are once more current in 
the coffee-houses and, an inevitable stage further in the process of 
rumour-circulation, the Arab newspapers. The proposed Assem)|!y 
is said to be under discussion between the High Commissioner and 
the Colonial Office, and it is further said that these negotiations will 
be completed when Sir Arthur goes to London at the end of July. 

Both sections of the population are unalterably opposed, though 
for different reasons, to the idea of such a body. The Jewish point 
of view is well-known and needs no repetition. Solong asthe Jews 
are in a minority, it is feit that their consent to a Council will place 
them in an invidious political situation, the disadvantages of which 
will far outweigh any possible benefits of limited self-government 
such as is envisaged. The Arabs regard an Assembly ostensibly as 
unacceptable so long as a wider power of self-government, which in 
their view means the abolition of the Balfour Declaration and the 
Mandate and the complete handing over of the country’s administra- 
tion into their own hands, is not forthcoming. Actually they regard 
it as offering no exclusive authority to themselves nor of promising 
them any chance to shine in the political firmament. The Arabs con- 
sequently feel that it is a wiser political move to reject the Council on 
the ground that it does not meet their extreme demands, than to be 
accused of vacillation by accepting it. 

The reports here say that if the Council cannot be formed upon 
the basis of election, its members will be appointed after selection 
by the Government. It is doubtful whether, in the present state of 
things, a really representative membership can be assured. Neither 
the Jews nor the Arabs thus nominated would care to face the storm 
from their own section of sanenes opinion by undertaking to serve, 


Friends of the Hebrew University

ANNUAL MEETING 


URGENT NEED FOR FUNDS 


Sir Philip Hartog, the President, presided on Monday evening 
over the Annual Meeting of the Friends of the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem, ‘which was held at the Swedénborg Hall, 20, Hart 
Street, Bloomsbury Square, W.C. Addresses were delivered by Sir 
Herbert Samuel and Professor Brodetsky. 

Sir Philip. Hartog, in presenting the Report, outlined the 
activities of the various sections, after having paid tribute to the 
services which had been rendered by the Hon. Secretary, Miss R. 
Derenburg, who had resigned. He said that the Medical section 
was successfully re-organised under the Chairmanship of Professor 
Samsom Wright, and had set itself the task of raising £500 a year 
for Professor Adler's Department (Parasitology) at the Hebrew 
University, but this was merged with the general appeal for funds 
in aid of German Refugees. The Chairman was informed that 
Professor Adler needed £400 to carry on his research during the 
current year. Two hundred pounds was contributed for this 
purpose by Dr. Chaim Weizmann for a Daniel Sieff Research 
Scholarship in the Department; £50 was voted from the general 
funds of the “ Friends,” and further donations were received from 
Miss Sylvester Samuel, himself and the Medical section itself. Mr. 
I. M. Sieff gave £80 to bring the sum up to the required total for 
the.year. 

With regard to the University Library, Sir Philip said that 
many of the expensive works which otherwise would not have been 
obtainable, were purchased from general funds, and gifts were 
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received from Miss Sylvester Samuel. Mr. Arthur Blok, Mr. Neville 
1. Laski, Mr. J. M. Rich, Dr. Weizmann. and himself. Welcome 
proof of the vitality of the University, he said, was to, be found in 
the growth of its institutions. During 1933 a number of special 
donations were received, but a decrease of Ameri¢an snbscriptions 
to the University funds of many thousands of pounds and the 
urgency of providing extra funds whereby the University could 
assist itself while assisting German-Jewish scholars to obtain 
positions within its walls, required aid of a much more substantial 
character. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, who is Hon. President of “ The Friends,’ 
said that when he visited the University about two months ago, 
for the first time for nine vears, he was struck by the very remarkable 
development there. Not the least interesting in the Library 
building was a collection of which very little had been heard 
hitherto—a kind of little memorial museum of the famous men of 
Jewry of as many centuries back as they could effectively reach.

Jews,” said Sir Herbert, “have to live Gown the reputation 


whicly they have throughout the world of being somewhat sordid, 
of being very materialistic, of being intent upon the economic side 
of things.” A philosophy of economic materialism was dominant in 
some quarters inspired largely by Karl Marx and was regarded as a 
sign of progress. He did not regard it in the least as a sign of 
progress. He would be sorry indeed if the Jewish Community of 
Palestine were to set out merely with a materialistic object, how 
ever necessary it might be. “I think that the young Chalutzim who 
work in the colonies do so with a full consciousness that their 
industrial and agricultural life is not the ultimate purpose for which 
they go there, but it is in order to give them the means of a liveli 
hood which will enable them to develop their intellectual and 
spiritual faculties. Our University on Mount Scopus is important, 
is significant, precisely because it stands visibly for that idea.” 

The Hon. Treasurer, Mr. B. A. Levinson in presenting the 
financial statement said that during the year under review the sui 
of £897 had been received which included special donations all of 
which sums had been utilised for the purposes of the University. 

. The Report and Balance-sheet were adopted. 

* The Rev. M. L. Perlzweig moved the re-election of Sir Philip 
Hartog as President ; and Mr. B. A. Levinson, as Treasurer. He 
also moved the election of Dr. H. BE. Zander, as the new Hon. 
secretary. 

Mr. Perlzweig voiced the great appreciation of the gathering of 
the invaluable services which Sir Philip Hartog had rendered to the 
Hebrew University, not only as President of their Society, but as 
head of the Commission of Enquiry which had sat for a considerable 
time in Palestine, and whose report. had been presented to the 
Governing Body of the University. Mr. Perlzweig’s motion was 
agreed to unanimously as was that for the re-election of the 
Committee.

*’ Sir Philip Hartog made a strong appeal to those present to 
stimulate the imagination of those men and women who would be 
willing to help them financially if they realised the need. He assured 
the audience that he had gone over every detail of expenditure and 
that he had never known every penny so carefully looked after as 
was the case with the Hebrew University. Indeed, the pennies were 
too carefully looked after, for many of the Junior members of the 
staff lived with their families upon sums such as his hearers would 
regard as painfully inadequate. There were criticisms in some 
places of the administration and of detail, but of the absolute need 
of the University there was no doubt whatsoever. “In the report 
that we have drafted,” said Sir Philip Hartog, “ there are other things 
besides praise. There are criticisms. [am not going to speak of 
those criticisms to-night. It would not be fair if I left you with the 
idea that we have nothing but praise for the University in its present 
condition. But I hope that our criticisms will be met by the Board 
of Governors when it meets in Zurich on August 13th.” 
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Questions in Parliament 
HOUSING IN TEL-AVIV 


Captain STRICKLAND (©, Coventry) asked the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies whether he was aware that the demand for houses 
and business premises in Tel-Aviv and Haifa was considerably in 
excess of the supply ; what had been the consequent percentage 
rise in rents; and what! steps were being taken to meet the demand 
for additional labour required in the building trade. 

Sir PHILIP CUNLIFPE-LISTER replied: Onthe recommendation of 
a local committee. temporary legislation was enacted in Palestine 
last April in order to restrict the increase of rents of dwelling-houses 
in the larger towns. The Contwittee estimated that in Tel-Aviv the 
average increase demanded in 1934 in the rents of dwellings, as 
compared with the previous year, was between 40 and 50 per cent. 
In the case of Haifa, the Committee did not make an estimate of the 
increase, but they remarked that rents which had been rather low 
from the end of 1929 began to rise steeply last July. The Director 
tion in Palestine is empowered by law to admit persons 
pertain trudes or crafts who possess capital of not less 
than £250, | ried that he is satisfied that the economic capacity of 
Palestine is Such as to allow such persons to be absorbed in the 
trade or craft which they propose to follow; and I understand that 
500 such persons will be admitted in the near future. 


Mr. JANNER (L., Whitechapel and St. George's) asked the Secre 
tary of State for the Colonies if he would state the latest recorded 
number of men employed on public works in Palestine and how 
many of these were Jews. 

Sir Ponty CUNLIFFE-LISTER replied that the Annual Report on 
Palestine for the year 1933 showed that during the period from the 
Ist of April to the Slst of December employment in the Public 
Works Department amounted to 790,085 men ‘days, of which Jewish 
labour accounted for 68,982 men days. The total spent in wages 
was £125,615, of which £26,993 was paid to Jewish labou

particulars of the present position with regard to labour om public 
works?

Most-Favoured-Nation Privileges Neglected 


Mandate No Obstacle 
JEWISH AGENCY'S GRAVE MISAPPREHENSION 


From Dr. J. BRUTZKUS 
Teo the Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sir. —The memorandum submitted recently by the Jewish 
Avency tothe Permanent Mandates Commission contains a complaint 
that Article 18 of the Mandate places the agriculture and industry 
of Palestine in a difficult position.. This complaint stated : “As 4 
result of Clause 18 of the Mandate. Palestine is in the anomalous: 
position that while she has no right to discriminate in econom i: 
matters between the different members of the League of Nations 
those nations are nevertheless at liberty to impose import duties 
which are prohibitive against herself, and against which Palestine js 
legally powerless to retaliate. 

The whole of this complaint is based on misunderstanding, on 
insuflicient ae quarntance W ith the existing trade-treaties and lack 
of knowledge of the gontemporary system of quotas, which governs 
the major portion of international trade. To make the matter clea, 
i will quote the appropriate section of clause 1s of the Mandat: 
which runs: 

‘Similarly there shall be no discrimination in Palestine 
against goods originating in or destined for any of the said 
states (members of the League of Nations).”’ 

A similar clause with little variation is included in the Man 
dates A of Syria and Iraq, and the Mandates B of Tanganyika. 
Kamerun and Togoland. The principle of this clause is to be found 
in all treaties in the most-favoured-nation stipulations, which are 
in operation among a large number of countries. Let us take as an 
illustration one of the latest treaties, that between England and 
Egypt (5th of July, 1980). There the principle is expressed as 
follows: “The produce or thanufacture will receive treatment not 
less favourable than that granted to goods, the produce and manu 
facture of any other foreign country.” 

Mandated Territories Included in Trade Treaties 
The question now arises: Have the Members of the League of 

Nations pledged themselves to give the same privilege to Palestine ? 
The Jéwish Agen thinks they have not, but is mistaken. 
The British Government demands in all her new trade treaties the 
most-favoured-nation treatment for all her Colonies, Protectorates 
and Mandated Territories, and mentions also Palestine. The first 
instance of such atreaty resulted from the initiative of Lithuanian 
Jews on the 6th of May, 1922, when a trade treaty between England 
and Lithuania was concluded. tn accordance with their request 
Palestine was specifically mentioned in the enclosed schedule. of 
countries. Since then similar trade treaties extending such benetits 
to all Mandated Territories were concluded by England with Latvia 
(22.6.23), Czechoslovakia (14.7.23), Spain (23.4.24), Austria (22.5.24), 
Poland (16.6.24), Finland (4.7.24), Germany (12.12.24), Japan (30.7.25), 
Bulgaria (12.11.25), Greece (6.7.26), Hungary (23.7.26), Yugoslavia 
(12.5.27), Panama (25.9.28), Egypt (5.6.30) and Rumania (6.8.80). In 
all these treaties Palestine is specifically mentioned. 

Only in three unimportant instances, in the treaties with 
Esthonia, Guatemala and Siam was Palestine left out. In the trade 
treaty with Turkey (1.3.30) all mandated countries are included with 
the exception of Palestine, but the Government reserved to itself 
the right to include Palestine at any time. In some of the new 
treaties, such as with the Argentine (2.2.25), China (20.12.28), Persia 
(10.5.28) and Norway (18.38.26) there is, generally speaking, no 
schedule of countries enumerated, but only a general phrase about 
the treaty being extended top all colonies, protectorates, territories 
and possessions of the British Empire, which have no responsible 
Government or are not themselves members of the League. 
No doubt in these cases Palestine enjoys most-favoured-nation 
privileges. A similar clause regarding all colonies not possess- 
ing responsible governments is %o be found in the old trade 
treaties with France, Italy, Holland, Switzerland, etc., which were 
concluded before the War. And not one of these countries has 
refused Palestine most-favoured-nation privileges. Upon the 
Palestinians themselves will depend whether Palestine is to be 
included specifically in any revision of the trade treaties. In giving 
to the Mandated Territories the privileges of the most-favoured 
nation, the States are only fulfilling the special recommendation o{ 
the Mandates Commission made as far back as June, 1925, to the 
Mandated Powers and all States which are members of the League of 
Nations and which have concluded special treaties or conventions 
with the Mandated Powers—a recommendation to extend the benefits 
of such treaties or conventions to the Mandated Territories. 

Official Negligence 

Of the countries which are not members of the League 
those which are of importance for Palestine (with the exception oi 
Egypt with whom there is a special treaty in existence) are “Turkey 
and Russia. But in regard to these countries Palestine is quite 
free, and the lack of exports to these countries, in the face of large 
imports is the result of inertia on the part of the Palestine officials. 
The United States are in a totally different position as regards 
Palestine and the other Mandated Territories. In 1925 the United 
States demanded most-favoured-nation privileges in all Mandated 
Territories. They on their part, at the suggestion of England, 
conceded in the Convention of 9.1.30 most-fayoured-nation privileges 
to Traq (which at the time was not independent). With regard to 
Palestine no one asked for these privileges, and in consequence 
Palestine has no special treaty with the United States, although 
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there is no doubt that Washington would consent to such a treaty 
if a little initiative were displayed in that direction. 

Thus the legal position of Palestine is now practically the same 
.s that of all civilised countries which are bound by internatidnal 
trade treaties containing the most favoured-nation clause. To our 
regret, the citizens of Palestine as well as the officials of the 
Palestinian Administration are little ucquainted with the state of 
these things and do not protect the rights of Palestine. A striking 
example of this is the fact that Italy, many years ago, in spite of 
ll international agreements, prohibited the transit of Palestine 
voods. This prohibition was later lifted, thanks to private inter 
vention. For some time now Palestine has experienced difficulties 
in exporting oranges to Poland, but the merchants are not aware of 
the fact that Palestine, in accordance with the treaty of 1924, are 
entitled to enjoy the same privileges in Poland as her competitors 
italy and Spain. 

Operation of Quota System 

The real difficulties with which Palestine has to cope are not 
due to the Mandate, but to the complications of international trade 
which have been operating for the last five or six vears. Practically 
any State in the world, without revoking the old treaties of most 
favoured nation, has introduced import quotas. France for example 
has employed this system for ten years, and as long as she has 
practised it equally towards all states no one can complain ofa 
breach of treaty. Only recentl¢, when France allowed to Switzerland 
and Holland the old quota, while reducing that of England, did 
England protest, declaring the treaty to have been violated. 
between Britain and Japan, too, the most-favoured-nation 
clause continues to operate. Thus, when England recently 
introduced a quota-system for the import of textiles, which affected 
all countries without discrimination, Japan, though dissatisfied, 
would not regard it as a violation of the most-favoured-nation 
clause. 

When most countries introduced quotas, the posit ion of Palestine, 
naturally, became somewhat difficult. But, whose fault is it if she 
does not move with the times and refrains from introducing a new 
trade system? At any rate this has nothing to do with Article 18 of 
the Mandate, which gives the full right to introduce quotas 
naturally for all countries “without discrimination against any of 
the State members of the League of Nations.” Should, for instance. 
Palestine introduce a quota-system for imported goods in proportion 
to her export to different countries, then every country would be 
selling the produce of Palestine and would give her all possible 
privileges, because Palestine’s imports are four times as much as her 
exports. But Palestine still remains under an antiquated system, 
and her representatives blame the Mandate. The latter does not in 
the least prevent Palestine from introducing a quota-system or her 
taku ig part in international competition by means of contemporary 
Gethods of international trade. When everyone else is using guns 
it is silly to retain bows and arrows. 


Apply the Ottawa Treaty to Palestine 


Equally unjustified is the second allegation that the Mandate 
hinders Palestine in obtaining Imperial preference, or in the 
application to Palestine of the Ottawa Treaty. According to the 
Import Duties Bill of 1932 (sect. 5): “ His Majesty may by order in 
Council declare that this section shall apply to any territory in 
respect of which a Mandate of the League of Nations is being 
exercised by the Government of His Britannic Majesty as if that 
territory were a territory under His Majesty's Protection.’ On the 
strength of this all mandated territories of group B, which are 
governed by the same most-favoured-nation provisions as those of 
group A, according to section 22 of the Covenant of the League 
of Nations, have obtained Imperial preference. If Palestine has, up 
till now, not received the same priviléges as Tanganyika, Kamerun 
find Togoland, it has not been on account of legal obstacles, but from 
lack of interest on the part of Great Britain. When Palestine 
introduces the quota-system, then, naturally, the attitude of the 
United Kingdom to this question will change for the better. 

Thus in regard to all the difficulties which Palestine is 
experiencing in her internationa! trade, the fault les not with the 
Mandate, but with the ignorance of her citizens, the negligence of 
her officials and, to a certain extent, with the lack of goodwill on 
the part of the United Kingdom. By demanding the impossible 
and, at the present time, highly dangerous revision of Article 18 of the 
Mandate, the Jewish Agency is driving the economy of Palestine 
down a blind alley and exposing the whole future of the country to 
danger, 

A Foreign Trade Policy 

In full agreement with Article 18 of the Mandate many of the 
existing difficulties could be settled in the following manner : 

1. The inclusion of Palestine, when revising the old treaties of the 
United Kingdom, in the treaties with the Netherlands, France and Italy, 
re — with the recommendations of the Mandate Commission 
OF 1925. 

2. The inclusion of Palestine in the trade treaties of Britain concluded 
after the War with Turkey, Estonia and Siam, which cover all the 
Colonies and Mandated Territories with the exception of Palestine, which 
was accidentally left out. 

4. Application to the United States of America, which are now enjoy- 
ing most-favoured-nation privileges in Palestine, to grant to Palestine the 
Same most-favoured-nation treatment, which they conceded in 1930 (9th 
January) to Iraq, which was at the time still a Mandated Territory. — 

4. Imperial preference for Palestine on the Same basis as is applied to 
Tanganyika, Kamerun and Togoland, the mandates of which do not differ 
aS regards trade relations from that of Palestine (Covenant of the League 
of Nations, sect. 22). The inclusion of Palestine could be effected on the 
authority of the Import Duties Bill of 1932 (sect. 5) by virtue of which His 
Majesty's Government reserved the right to include Mandated Territories. 

5. The introduction of quotas for the import of goods into Palestine in 
Proportion to the export to the various countries without discrimination 
against any member of the League of Nations.

The Annual Meeting of Subscribers and Donors to the Yeshiva Etz 
Chaim (Tree of Life College), Thrawl Street. E.. was held at the Institu 
tion on the &th inst. Mr. D. Galinski, Senior Vice-Preaident, moved the 
adoption of the annual report for the year 1933, e referred to the 
loss sustained by Rabbi H. Ferber, a valuable member of the Education 
Committee, by the death of his wife, and to other friends and benefactors 
who had passed away.

Mr. Galinski said that the grant from the United Syna- 
gogue out of their “ Training of Ministers’ Fund ” was again reduced, with 
the result that while Jews’ College had £1,000, the Yeshiva received only 
{252 in 1933-) The Chairman thanked the Yeshiva Breakfast and 
Lunchdon Fund for-prdviding meals for the students and for assisting the 
Yestvva financially; the Ladies’ Society for their interest in the welfare 
of the students; his colleagues and the members of the various Com- 
mittees for their collaboration; Rabbi Lapian and the other Rabbis for 
their devotion ; and the Secretary, Mr. W. Broza, for his good work. He 
appealed to the Community for greater financial assistance and asked the 
parents to allow their boys to become all-day stndents after leaving school.

Miss Cohen moved a resolution 
of sympathy with the relatives of the deceased, the members of the Board 
standing in silence as a mark of respect. 

The CHAIRMAN reported that the Fixed Allowance Committee had 
elected Mr. Arthur Stiebel as Chairman of that Committee. The following 
were elected to the Fixed Allowance Committee: The Rev. Michael 
Adler, D.S.O., Messrs. Arthur Cohen, Herman Loewi, Bernard Mende], 
Arthur L. Simon and Major Schonfeld. 

The President reported that the General Relief Committee had 
appointed a Sub-Committee to consider the working of the Relief, New 
Case, Temporary Allowance, and Fixed Allowance Departments, and, if 
found desirable, to make recommendations for the better co-ordination of 
those departments. 

Col. F. D. Samue., D.S.O., Treasurer, presented a statement of 
income and expenditure for the six months ended June 30, 1954. He said 
that dividends were down £170 as a result of the change of investments. 
Subscriptions showed an increase of £91. Actually the amount was about 
the same as last year, as included in this year’s figures there was about 
£98 which had been received as a result of the Special Canvass for new 
subscribers started in May. The comparison was rather flattering to this 
year’s accounts as a larger number of Covenants have been signed since 
last year, and the tax included with the subscriptions. The donations had 
increased by about £114 and Jahrzeit donations by "35. It was rathera 
grim statement to make but this year should be a very good one for 
legacies as the amount rect ived was only “500 less than that received for 
the whole of 1933. Dealing with the expenditure, the Treasurer said that 
as a result of tightening up, the Relief Committee grants had been reduced 
by nearly £2,000. Col. Samuel also dealt with the expenditure, under 
the heading of Coal, Clothing, Boots, Bedding, and then referred to the 
Temporary and Fixed Allowances said that these combined were about 
£120 up on last year. There ~was actually a decrease of about £300 in 
these figures, as included in Fixed Allowances was. a sum of about 
£420 increase in the allowances made by the Boys’ Welfare Depart- 
ment which did not appear in previous years. Administrative expenses 
did not seem to call for any detailed comment. The. total increase was 
£200 of which salaries took up £70, printing and stationery about £30, 
and the department formed temporarily for special canvassing £66. 
Although the deficit ‘had increased by £4,730 to £15,287, there was a 
great improvement on last year, as the deficit increased in June last year 
from £5,174 to £11,302 (a net increase of £6,128, or about £1,400 more 
than this year) in spite of the fact that included in last year's figures was 
£2.871 transferred from the Muller Home. A glance at the figures would 
show them that income had increased by about £2,800, while expenditure 
on relief and administration combined had increased by £1,000, Colonel 
Samuel also reported the receipt of a number of legacies, 

The CHAIRMAN said that although there had been a reduction in the 
amount expended on relief, there had also been a marked reduction in the 
number of cases applying for relief. 

Mr. M. M. Keyser, O.B.E., Hon. Secretary, spoke of the amount 
expended for the Boys’ Welfare Department. There were 31 boys under 
the care of the Department and the Department Was gaining great prestige 
aud doing very good work,

The Intermarriage Problem 
From Mr. ERNEST LESSER 


To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 

Sir,—-There is one aspect of the Intermarriage Problem not touched 
on in your article of last week, but I submit of some importance to the 
Orthodox wing of the Community. 

I refer to the present attitude of Urthodox Jewry to the question of 
proselytism and the reception of converts. Our Reform and Liberal 
Jewish Synagogues have done much in recent years to smooth the path 
of converts to their respective conceptions of Judaism. 

But the Beth Din, as I understand it, still maintains a somewhat 
repellent attitude towards would-be converts to what passes for orthodox 
Judaism in this country, and does nothing to smooth their entry. This 


attitude is, no doubt, in accordance with tradition, and it is certainly — 


justifiable in cases where there may be some genuine doubt as to the com- 
plete sincerity and honesty of purpose of the applicant. But it is important 
to remember that orthodox Judaism does not prohibit intermarriage, i.e.. 
marriage between a born Jew and a born non-Jew, as your article almost 
seemed to imply. This is shown by the fact that the Rabbis have expressly 
laid down the procedure and conditions governing the reception of converts, 
and that our own Beth Din has to deal every year with an average of over 
200 applications from would-be converts. And I have good grounds for 
saying that there would be more of such applicants, were it not for the 
fact that there is an impression abroad in the Community that such 
applications are sternly discouraged and the way of the proselyte made 
as difficult as possible. There is, I would urge, a real need for all of us to 
seek to clarify our thoughts a little more on these twin subjects of inter- 
marriage and proselytism, and perhaps for our Ecclesiastical Authorities 
to issue a full and frank pronouncement as to what their considered policy 
and practice are in these very vital matters.

Government Plans “ Aryan Law’ 


The “Iron Guard” Volcano 


OUTLOOK FOR JEWS BLACK INDEED 
[From a Special Correspondent] 


To-day the Liberal Party rules Rumania. In Rumania, how- 
aye Liberalism does not mean exactly the same thing as in 
England. Although it implies much that is progressive, its policy 
in certain respects, above all in respect of the Jews, is far from 
being such, and for years it has suffered the Jews to remain without 
full civil rights. And now the Liberal Government has drawn up 
a law threatening to deprive the Jews of even those rights they 
won after the Treaty of Versailles. 

Ominous indications of this anti-Jewish tendency of the Liberals 
were already visible in the Parliamentary elections at the end of 
1933. Not a single Jewish representative obtained a seat in the 
kumanian Parliament; all the five Jewish deputies who 
represented Rumanian Jewry in the previous Parliament lost their 
seats. Itis true that the Liberal Party granted three seats to Jews 
who were members of the Party and one seat in the Senate to Dr. 
Niemirower, the Chief Rabbi of Bucharest. Except for the Rabbi, 
however, none of these Jewish deputie 5 actually represent Rumanian 
Jewry, but vote and act as the Government Party advises. The 
reason Officially given for this step was that it would enable the 
Liberals to do more for Jewish rights and that, with anti-Semitism 
crowing in the country, it would be better for the Government and 
Jews alike if the Liberals governed without the support of the 
Jewish votes in Parliament. Having no alternative—as they could 
not dream of winning a seat against the wishes of the authorities— 


the Jews had to accept the blow and were thus deprived of 


their due Parliamentary representation. The voice 
Jewry has thus been silenced.

“Rumanians Only’ 

Kumanian Jewry had not long to wait for the evil effects of this 
Liberal “ strategy.’ Four months after the Liberals had once more 
obtained power at the expense of the Agrarian Conservative parties, 
a Bill, aimed primarily at introducing fresh disabilities for Jews, 
made its appearance and now hangs like the sword of Damocles 
over the head of Rumanian Jewry. The ostensible object of the Bill 
is to protect Rumanian industry against foreign exploitation by 
limiting the number of foreigners employed in Rumanian business 
and in undertakings where foretmn capital occupies a predominant 
position. Two of its clauses, however. involve particular danger to 
Jews. One is that 80 per cent. of the persons employed must be 
Rumanians or that 80 per cent. of money paid to those employed 
must be paid to Rumanians. The other states that in all factories 
and business establishments which the authorities consider to be 
connected with State Defence, Rvirantans only must be employed. 
Thus it is the Liberal Government who have taken the initiative in 
introducing in a law language explicitly directed against one section 
of the population. In all former laws the term ~ Rumanian citizens’ 
was used; now the term “ Rumanian’ alone is adopted. It was 
Professcr Cuza who was partly instrumental in inserting 
“Rumanian” only and it was his interpretation that made all 
realise that the Bill was actually directed against the Jews. “A 
Jew is a Jew and not a Rumanian, explained Professor Cuza, * and 
he must be pushed out of Rumanian business and industry.” 
Unless the Government alters its views. the Bill will soon be intro- 
duced imto Parliament, at a time when the Jews of Rumania are 
celebrating the 15th anniversary of their emancipation. 


“Legal ’’ Violation of the Constitution ? 

Alarmed by the Bill, the ‘“Uniunea Evreilor Romani,” the Union 
of Rumanian Jews, has submitted a Memorial to King Carol and the 
Prime Minister, M. Tatarescu, outlining the dangers it involves for 
the Jews. Should the Bill pass, it would be a violation not only of 
Jewish minority rights, but also a violation of the Rumanian Consti- 
tution and Civil Code, which refer always to “ Rumanian citizens.”’ 
M. Tatarescu stated last week that no constitutional changes are 
contemplated in Rumania. The Bil! certainly falls in this category, 
and M. Tartarescu cannot consistently continue to sponsor it. | 

The danger is twofold. In the first place all Jews will be 
ejected from official and semi-official institutions and businesses 
such as banks and insurance companies, where official control is 
strong. Already there have been many cases where official pressure 
has been brought to bear on directors, in some cases even on Jewish 
directors, to dismiss Jewish employees. Though the Bill has not 
yet been passed, the tendency it embodies is already having its 
destructive effect. More dangerous still is the point dealing with 
establishments connected with State Defence. Here not even Jewish 
owners will be allowed to employ Jews. Moreover, it is clear that 


any business can, at any time the authorities so desire, be declared 
to be connected with State Defence. Any textile factory, petrol 
well, iron works, mill, sugar factory, in some cases even shops, can 
be brought under this category.

go.  Weareliving "—a prominent Rumanian Jew said to me—" on 
a volcano which may erupt at any moment—the volcano of the 
lron Guards.” This Opinion is shared by many leading non-Jewish 
politicians. The “Iron Guards,” the direct descendents of Professor 
Cuza, are the followers of Corneliu C odreanu, athirty-seven year 
old lawyer, who after h; iving sat at the feet of Professor Cuza at 
Jassy, and absorbed his master's anti-Jewish poison, decided to break 
away and found a Party on his own account. In 1927, Codreanu, or, 
as he styles himself Captain Codreanu, founded “ The Legion of the 
Archangel Michael,” later declared illegal. In 1932, he formed the 
“Iron Guards,’ legionaries.” 


Programme 

in this case does not denote iron soldiers, but 
an “iron fence. siguifying a barrier dividing pure Rumanians from 
others—that is, from Jews. He also wants—he says—to make an 
iron guard around public offices to defend them against corruption, 
Speaking in a “mystical’’ jargon. he calls for the rebirth of the 
Rumanian soul now corrupted by, among others, “Jews and Masons ™ 
and for whose salvation he has been divinely chosen. His pro- 
gramme, as far as is known, is a mixture of pseudo-mysticism and 
political ignorance. Howe ver, though his policy is vague, his anti. 
Semitism is perfectly clear and his following very large. According 
to Codreanu, Rumania has not one-million-and-a-quarter-but three 
million Jews, all of whom must be forced out of the positions they 
now occupy and the majority of them driven out of the country. 
Codreanu differentiates between the Jews of Old Rumania and the 
Jews of the provinces. To the Jews of Old Rumania, provided they 
are loyal citizens, he would grant citizenship right’, though 
depriving them of political and commercial influence. All the 
other Jews are to be reduced to citizenship of less degree. At first, 
he says. he will drive the Jews out of their present places 
‘legally by what he calls a“ bloodless war.” Should they resist, 
the Iron Guards will have to use all means admissible in war. 

It is this clear-cut anti-Semitism that makes Codreanu and his 
Guards the chief attraction to all those to whom his ~ mystical ' 
programme makes not the slightest appeal. Though the Iron Guards 
are now, after the murder of the Premier Duca, illegal, most of the 
students in Rumania support them. While not openly calling them. 
selves followers of Codreanu, they have adopted various other 
names under which they carry on their destructive activity. Before 
they were made illegal, the Iron Guards had representatives in 
Parliament, and at the elections gained nearly half a million votes.

If a vote were taken now, their followers would be seen to be even 
more numerous. Apart from the University youth, the lron Guards 
also command a large following in the countryside, where they 
have secretly established branches in almost every village and 
township. 

His friends and followers are evervwere,even among the highest 
officials and leading politicians. During the trial of the murderers 
of Prime Minister Duca. it was revealed that Dr. Vaida-Voevod, the 
ex-Premier and leader of theNational Peasant Party had been giving 
Codreanu material support. Another source of his funds is stated 
to be Germany and the millions of Germans living on Rumanian 
soil. All this goes to make the Iron Guards an e'ement which many 
leading Rumanian politicians maintain is sooner or later likely to 
obtain a decisive influence in the State, making the future of 


Rumanian Jewry black indeed.

A CATHOLIC VIEW OF JUDAISM 


It is probable that M. Vincent, Professor in the Faculty of Catholic 
Theology at the University of Strasbourg, has set out to give a faic view 
of our faith in bis attractive little volume, J 
He has certainly managed to produce, within moderate limits, a fairly 
comprehensive account, including in his survey post-biblical literature, 
practice, worship and belief, Yet, beginning as he does with the assump. 
tion of the abrogation of the * old’’ covenant and the superiority of 
Catholicism over Judaism at every point, it has not been easy for him to 
retain his objective standards; and he culls his evidence with rare disregard 
for proportion and reliability. It is hardly fair, for example, for him to 
sive (pp. 90-93), as a sample of Jewish prayer, a hypothetical reconstruc. 
tion of a superceded form of the Eighteen Benedictions, and to proceed to 
argue from it as to the narrow horizons of Judaism; nor can one quite 
understand why the regulations prescribing ordinary cleanliness, 
summarised on p. 236, necessarily condemned the Jews to be merely a 
race, and made their religion cause the Ghetto, In general tone, the work 
compares unfavourably with the briefer but more dispassionate survey of 
Father Bonsirven, produced by the Catholic Truth Association a little 
while ago, in which the qualities of Judaism are generously acknowledged. 

In conclusion, the volume cites with approval what Dr. Claude 
Montefiore wrote at the close of *' The Legacy of Israel'’: “The old 
covenant and the pew are not inconsistent opposites; so far as man is 
concerned he needs them both. Here Israel may surely have 
,omething to give, not as an antadonist but as a friend and as a not quite 
insignificant ally.” To this, M. Vincent appends the following significant 
comment: ** We cannot refrain from applauding these noble words. 
But if modern Judaism desires to be an ally in the fight for God ... . it 
should at length find in the Gospel and in Jesus Christ that fullness of life 
towards which it aspires."’ This is the manner in which Dr. Montefiore’s 
noble (and, as many venture to believe, mistaken) syncretism is received ! 

M. Vincent has not been well served by his translator. The system 
of transliteration empl. yed, besides being essentially Gallic, is erratic to a 
degree. A long and important note on p. 74 becomes so involved in the 
English version as to be almost unintelligible. Passover is described in a 
long section headed ** The Pasch'"' and referring in the text to the“ Feast 
of the Azymes."’ Ahad Ha'am is called Ascher Guinzerb; while the 
importance of M. le Grand Rabbin Meir is enhanced by his being called 
“the great Rabbi H. Meir” (in the index, he is equated with the Taunaitic 
scholar of the same name !).

FREEMASONRY AND THE JEWS.

The Biblical 
antiquities of Freemasonry, of course, the author relegates to the realm 
of legend; and he does not even mention Rabbi Judah Leon Templo, 
who is said to have designed the coat of arms of the English Grand 
Lodge. Yetthe Jewish connection with Freemasonry goes back almost 
to the inception of the organised movement. In 1717, the first Grand 
Lodge was founded : as early as 1725, Jews and Christians were 
collaborating in a London Lodge : and since that date the record of Jews 
in the Craft has been continuous and honourable. 

, At the present moment, it is particularly significant to note that the 
only, or at least most striking, exception to this rule of tolerance has been 
in Germany. In 1763, the Worshipful Master of the *‘ Three Globes” 
Lodge declared that only Christians could become members of the Order. 
{un the early years of the nineteenth century, a Lodge was established in 
Vrankfort, to which Ludwig Borne, Berthold Auerbach and Gabriel 
Riesser belonged: but it had to apply to the Grand Lodge of England 
(presided over by that “ fine flower of Whigdom,” the Duke of Sussex) for 
its charter. 

Gradually, more tolerant ideas began to make their way even in 
Germany. Reaction, however, set in at the close of the nineteenth 
century, after the rise of the anti-Semitic movement. Finally, in 1935, 
on the advent of National Socialism, the German Lodges either dissolved 
themselves or else (in the majority of cases) Changed their ;names and 
organisation, expelled non-Aryans, removed from the ritual everything 
that savoured of the Old Testament, aud transformed themselves into 
Christian National Orders. Enquirers will scan Herr Lennhoff's vivid 
pages in vain for the slightest confirmation of the old absurdity (so dear to 
the heart of Mrs. Webster) about the revolutionary alliance between Jews 
and Freemasons. Like Judaism, Frecmasonry has been much mis- 
understood and much maligned (this parallel, indeed, gives the present

A CATHOLIC VIEW OF JUDAISM 


It is probable that M. Vincent, Professor in the Faculty of Catholic 
Theology at the University of Strasbourg, has set out to give a fair view 
f our faith in his attractive little volame, JUpAIsM (Sands and Co..

BOILING marrows renders them rather insipid; they are better 
steamed, baked or braised. When they are very young and very small 
they can be peeled and cooked whole, older marrows must be cut in 
pieces and have the seeds removed. To cook ** en casserole ” prepare them 
and place in a casserole, season with salt and pepper and add a little 
dripping, butter or margarine or 5 or 4 tablespoons of olive oil (the last 
gives them a lelicious flavour). Put the lid on the casserole and bake in 
a moderate oven till tender— about 45 minutes, but will vary according to 
the age of the marrow. :

The Name of Gordon

From Mr. M. GORDON LIVERMAN, J.P. : 
lo the Editor of THE JFWISH CHRONICLE 
Sik, In eonnection with the interesting correspondence in your 3 


coluinns as to the origin of the name of Gordon among our people, it may 
be of interest to record a persistent story which has passed down from 
generation to veneration in my own family, and which was last recorded 
by my maternal grandfather, Judah Gordon of Vilna. 

This statement,is to the eect that the name of Gordon originated 
by the migration of a certain Dr. Gordon from Scotland to Russia, follow 
ing a special mission on which he was sent to Catherine the Great in he: 
iliness. 


The legend records that Dr. Gordon was successfal in his work and, 
asa reward, was permitted to remain in Russia, he and his successors, 
with complete freedom to live in the large towns. 

My grandfather claimed to be a descendant of Dr. Gordon, and in 
fact his family, well known in Vilna, possessed the fall right of residence 
in accordance with the promise made. 

It would be interesting to know if this story of the Doctor coincides 
with the facts relating to Dr. Joshua Aaron Gordon of Vilna, or whether 
it goes back to an earlier period. 


With great respeet to your correspondents, I do not think that Lord 
George Gordon's history had any bearing upon the origin of the name of F 
Gordon in Vilna. 4

Jews’ School 


From our Corre spondent | 


Mr. 8S. Classick, Treasurer, presided, in the absence of Mr. H. L. 
Behrens, at the Annual Prize Distribution and Display of the Jews’ 
School, which were held at the Grove House Club hall on Sunday. 
Displays and an entertainment were provided by the children of all 
the School's departments. 

Mr. Classick, before the prize distribution, moved a vote of 
condolence on the death of Mrs. H. L. Behrens, and the large gather- 
ing stood in tribute to her memory. 

The Chairman deplored the lack of interest which old pupils of 
the School took in its welfare. He said he had the greatest quarrel 
imaginable with the successful pupils who later forgot the School 
and would not come forward to aid it in its urgent need. The 
numbers of the schoolchildren also showed a continual falling off, 
and the Managers anpealed to Jewish parents to support their own 
school. 

Councillor Mrs. Nathan Laski distributed the prizes. She 
paid a tribute tothe late Mrs. Behrens. She referred to the diminu- 
tion of numbers in the school. It was an idle and poor excuse for 
parents to say that the distance was too great. ‘The School was the 
only one which provided acompletely Jewish atmosphere. For the 
first time, however, they had been unable to get suflicient members 
for the evening classes, which was a disgraceful thing for Jews 
who prided themselves on wanting the best education for their 
children. 

Miss Lucy Danziger. Hon. Secretary, moved a yote of thanks to 
the teaching staff. 

The Annual Meeting followed. Mr. S. Classick presided, and 
gubmitted the ninety-tifth Annual Report and Accounts. Compared 
with the previous year, he said, they were £100 down in income, 
elthough subscriptions were up by £37, largely due to the activities 
of the Old Boys Association. The income was not adequate, but 
the difficulty was that those who should contribute did not.

Talmud Torah Schools 


Presiding at the monthly meeting of the Council, last 
week, Mr. S. H. Steinart, J.P., referred to the deaths of several 
members of the local Community, and votes of condolence were 
passed with the relatives.

The Principal, Dr. lL. W. Slotki, in his educational report, said 
that some difficulty had arisen in connection with the examinations 
under the Joint Matriculation Board.

Dr. Slotki dwelt 
upon the importance of the Bursary Scheme initiated at the Talmud 
Torah in recent years which enabled them to train their. own 
teachers and to send some of them toJews’ College.

‘The Leeds Community ”

Sik,— The article on Leeds Jewry by your Special) Correspondent, in 
your issue of June 29th, omits even to mention the existence of one of the 
oldest and largest Jewish institutions, viz., the Leeds Jewish Workers’ 
jurial and Trading Society, Ltd., which consists of 1,600 members (heads 
of families). Thirty-four years ago, conditions of the burial of poor Jews 
in Leeds were deplorable. Matters reached such a point that the corpse 
of a poor Jew was left in a stable to decay until attacked by rats. The 
working-people, therefore, formed themselves into a society for the 
purpose of giving their dead decent burial. : 
Later, this Society became the champion of the Jewish poor, looking 
after not only the dead but also the living, and opened a Butchering 
Department on co-operative lines (in ofder to keep meat profiteering in 
heck) under the supervision of Rabbi J. L. Astrinsky, who is a member 
if the Leeds Beth Din, and in co-operation with the Leeds Board of 
Shechita. We possess our own Synagogue, a magnificent edifice; and 
ther activities connected with this, one of the largest Jewish institutions 
in Leeds, are too numerous to mention in the brief space I have at my 
disposal.

Sirn,—I read with deep regret part of the letter from Leodensis in 
your last issue. The part of the article to which f refer is that in which 
Leodensis criticises the functions held by the respective parents of two 
Barmitzvahs in Leeds. Leodensis is wrong im saying these affairs 
were held in “the largest Hotel in the centre of the city” when “ the 
whole neighbourhood is pervaded with a Sunday calm and quiet.”’ He is 
entirely mistaken in his facts about the whole matter concerned, 

I would imagine we all in Leeds agree (and no thinking Jew anywhere 
would argue otherwise) that it is wrong and to our disadvantage for Jews 
to parade their wealth or show any outward sign of ostentation at any 
time, not only as Leodensis says ‘in this time of economic stress and 
general restlessness and uncertainty.” But to level accusations as he does 
iS Wrong and unfair to the Leeds people generally. 

Surely a person with his own money has a right to engage an hotel 
and the services of the staff in order to entertain a number of his friends 
and relatives, without being condemned or criticised by a member of the 
Community. 

As a guest, I can assure Leodensis that although both affairs were 
extremely enjoyable, there was none of the atmosphere which he would 
have you believe : in fact they were in no way different from the ordinary 
Standard of living and catering which one expects to meet with in an hotel 
of this description and which is carried on regularly as a business 
proceeding throughout the year.

A West End Young Men's Club 
CENTRAL SYNAGOGUE’S FINE EXAMPLE 


A Correspondent writes: 

A serious complaint of that excellent Institation, “The West Central 
Jewish Lads’ Club,” has for long been that it has had no senior club in 
the district that could cater for its members once they reach the age 
limit of nineteen years and automatically cease membership. Thanks 
to hard work plus certain concessions granted by the leaders of the 
Central Synagogue Congregation, this complaint has been largely 
liquidated. The difficulty in obtaining suitable premises at a sufficiently 


low rental, has always been an obstacle in the formation of senior clubs ;

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but the Central Synagogue's kindly act in placing a portion of the Shool's 
premises at the disposal of these “ overnineteen ” young men has made 
possible the “ West Central Old Boys’ (1934) Club.” The Shool have lent 
the premses gratis on the following condition: There was to be a three 
months’ trial after which, if things were satis‘ac‘ory, the arrangement 
would continue indefinitely. 

This public-spirited gesture deserves all praise, and the pity of it is 
that there are not more examplewof this kind in the Community. Ali the 
members of the new Club were at one time connected with the West 
Central J.L.C.; and perhaps the best token of appreciation of the Central 
Synagopue’s generosity is the fact that the three months’ trial 
shows very promising signs of turning out a definite success. The 
Clubs pursuits are athictic and cultural, with perhaps a rather marked 
emphasis on the foimer category. The reason for this is under- 
standable when one visits the Cinub, as most of the members seem 
to be “husky” healthy young men with sports records that are 
on a par with their physique. Their avowed hope of being able to reach 
the Maccabiad standard is, in my opinion, no vain optimism. Most of the 
members are resident in the club district where there are a large number 
of Jebish young men who, because there has previously been no Jewish 
young men's club, have had little else to do with their leisure time but go 
to the cinema or wander aimlessly (or otherwise) through the West End, 
With the formation of the W.C.O.B.C. (1934), there is now little or no 
excuse for this sort of thing. The subscription is very cheap and the 
situation of the club easily accessible. Except for the gift of premises (of 
course, a very big “ except”) the Club is self sopporting and is run by a 
committee of members without the aid of managers. At the moment only 
Monday and Thurdiay nights are club evenings, but as time goes on and 
increased membership requires meetings on more than two evenings a 
week, the Committee will be prepared for this extension. As soon as the 
W.C.O.B.C. are on their feet, affiliation with both the A.J.Y. and U.J.L.5. 
will be sought. 

The Hon. Secretary, Mr. J. Bazyler, spoke to mein terms of warm 


‘gratitude for the Kev. Michael Adler and Messrs. Richard Norton, W. Gold- 


stein and N. Lewis who have given the new Club such splendid help. The 
W.C.O.1B. will join the Junior Club for the holiday camp. Mr. Bazyler 
told me there is no shortage of funds at present, but gifts of equipment 
would be very acceptable, as they want toestablish a first-rate gymnasium. 
The Committee extend a hearty welcome to young Jewish men in the 
West Central and adjacent districts, and would like in particular to gain 
the membership of past members of the W.C.J.L.C., who at the time of 
leaving the Junior Club had no suitable Jewish Club in the district to go 
to.

“Sussex by the Sea” 


WATER-COLOURS BY WM. HYAMS 

A lot has been written in praise of the pictures painted by William 
Hivyams on the ground that he is by profession a taxi-driver. His 
present exhibition of water-colours at the Leger Gallery, 13, Old 
Bond Street, reveals that such qualified praise is not merely 
unnecessary, but unfair; for these are true water-colour paintings 
in the best English tradition fathered by Paul Sandby. They ask no 
apology. As regards subject matter &alf of them dea! with Sussex 
by the Sea and the other half with the Sea by Sussex, and one is 
immediately struck by the fact that Mr.Hyams has a sailor's eye for 
the weather and its significance. It is indeed the atmosphere and the 
weather that he paints rather than the place. For this the eye has 
to be well trained to the perception of tone; and though most of 
these pictures are quiet in colour, their tonal subtlety dispels any 
feeling of monotony. Mr. Hyams can in fact unite a scene in light 
andair. He does not seem consciously to compose his masses. 
“Cuckmere Haven” (No. 24), which is romanticised by a sky hung 
with Brangwynian clouds, alone gives the impression of being a 
picture deliberately made. The others, like the best works of art, 
give the impression of being instinctive.

IMPROVEMENT IN RESULTS MAINTAINED 


LORD LURGAN’S ADDRESS 


The Ordinary General Meeting of Booth’s Distilleries, Ltd., was held on 
July 12th at the Great Eastern Hotel, London, E.C. 

Lord Lurgan, K.C.V.O. (the Chairman), said that at the last meeting he 
informed the shareholders that the Company had had a really bright and 
encouraging increase in husiness in all departments up to date, and that 
improvement had been maintained throughout the year as would be seen from 
the results shown in the accounts. The profit amounted to £60,959, compared 
with £39,008, an increase of approximately 56 per cent., which was very satis 
factory.

‘The Company's principal product, Booth’s Dry Gin, had showna rrogressive 
increase over the whole o! the yearunder review. ‘They had fora of years 
past owned and worked the Millburn Distillery and early this year they acquired 
the Glengarioch and the Royal Bracka Distilleries at what was considered a very 
fair and moderate price. They had made a still more important acquisition, 
namely, the well-known brand of Sanderson's Vat 69 Whiskey which had for 
many years past enjoyed a high reputation and large sale at home and abroad 
which, with the more intensive selling methods and resources at the Company's 
command, was steadily increasing.

It is the result of long experi- 
ment and has been constructed entirely in reinforced concrete, a 
material which lends itself to the development of new features both 
in planning and elevation.

The Jewish 
Captain of the ‘ Italia,’ Signor Alberto Steindler, was among those present and 
the speakers were Mr. Levy of the Jewish Agency, Dr. Kalmus of Tel-Aviv, Mr 
Halpern, late Governor of Tel-Aviv, Mr. Louis Horwich, Dean of Jewish 
Education of the U.S.A., Mr. Arkin, a Polish Chalatz, Mrs. Vedrovitch, of 
Tel-Aviv, and Mr. Charney, Principal of the Brooklyn Talmud Torah.”’ 

WHAT TO DO ON YOUR CRUISE (Continued) 

In reply toa request that I should indicate how to proceed in the arrange 
ment of Jewish religious services on board ship, the following notes should be 
helpful. It can be borne in mind that there is no need for the Jewisli passenger 
to take the initiative on board such liners as the Cunard White Star ships 
Aquitania,”’ Berengaria,"’ ‘‘ Olympic,’’ and ‘*Majestic,’’ since it is the duty 
of the Jewish supervisors on board these vessels to arrange the appropriate 
meetings. But, in other cases, it is best to act in this wise. Inform the Purser 
of your intentions and ask him to cause an announcement to be put on the 
ship's notice-board calling the Jewish passengers together. One will assume 
the rdle of ‘‘ head cook and bottle-washer’’ in this matter and get a genera! 
agreement as to when and where the Services are to be held. The Purser 
will always put a suitable saloon at Jewish passengers’ disposal. Some 
lines carry Tallism and prayer-books but, except on the ships mentioned 
above, one can never be certaim. So I would advise Jews to take a 
couple of Siddurim and an extra Tallitand, naturally, a Chumesh. While 
there is, of course, nothing to be ashamed of in wearing a Tallit, there is 
no need to invite the pleasantries of the non-Jew by openly parading in a pray 
ing shaw! ; so keep the Service entirely within the temporary Shool. Conduct 
the Service reverently and with dignity. It is as well not to allow Schnoderiny, 
for reasons given below in answer toa correspondent. Be scrupulously fair in 
the apportionment of Mitzvahs when there is a Sefer Torah on board, always 
trying to please those who like Shishi or Shelishi. Makea point of inviting at 
least one senior ship’s officer to the Service for a few moments—for prefe: 
ence, at the time when the Prayer for the Royal Family is being said, as the 
simple and beautiful loyal prayer is deeply impressive. |

The Progressive Players 


ADDRESS_“BY MR. RONALD ADAM 

The Progressive Players, who were responsible for presenting 
the anti-Nazi play, “ Take Heed,’ at the Piccadilly Theatre some 
months ago, received a handsome “bouquet” from no less an 
authority than Mr. Ronald Adam, the Director of the Embassy 
Theatre, Swiss Cottage, at an “ At Home © which was given by Mrs. 
Lewis-Barned at her residence, 3, Sussex Square, Hyde Park, W., 
on Thursday evening of last week. The function was attended by 
a large number of people. 

Alderman Sidney Bolsom, Chairman of the Society, who presided, 
*xpressed his gratification at seeing so many people evincing such interest 
in art and the drama. In Mr. Adam, he said, they had one of whom the 
drama might well feel proud. 

_ Mr. Adam said the prodyetion of the Progressive Players at the 
Piccadilly Theatre, was about the best Sunday night production which he 
had seen for years. Hecould therefore quite understand the Committee 8s 
sreat hesitation in making their choice of a play, because the standard 
which they had set themselves was a very high one. In tendering advice 
to Sunday night societies in general, Mr. Adam said that if they were 
soing to function at all, they must function with the utmost of the 
ability at their command. They must not foist things upon their 
members just because it was Sunday and they had nothing better to 
do. He was very much in favour of such societies, provided they did 
things sincerely and earnestly and with proper organisation. Dealing 
with the subject of the choice of a play, Mr. Adam said that, speaking 
for himself, he liked the honest-to-goodness story which began and 
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ended. As he judged the British public, he liked the usual ingredients 
which he believed the British public liked : that was a story, a love interest, 
humour, tears—if they were facile tears and he could ery quite happily— 
and he liked virtue triumphant in the end. Those, he thought, were the 
ingredients which the British public liked. He might be talking what 
might sound like low-brow stuff. But what were they to do in the theatre ? 
Were they to endeavour to educate the public to their own personal point 
of view, whatever that might be? Or to purvey tothe public what it 
wanted? He rather felt that he was out, if he could, to give the public 
what it wanted, not to tell! the public what it ought to want. In con- 
clusion, Mr. Adam expressed the conviction that “despite all the 
vicissitudes, suicides and all the rest connected with our profession, the 
theatre will survive.” and that it was about the one calling in the world 
that they would cheerfully die for. So long as this spirit prevailed in the 
theatre, so long would the the atre survive, and there would be Progressive 
Players five hundred years hence being addressed by another small 
theatre manager. 

In the course of the discussion that followed, Miss Ruth Landa said 
that if the Progressive Players had secured the praise and admiration of 
& man like Mr. Adam, they had done a very fine thing. 

Mr. Reginald Tate, the well-known actor. said that the value and 

soundness of Mr. Adam's address were backed up by ripe experience and 
jadgment. Practically everything he had said that night was something 
which a new Society ought to listen to and take to heart. 
, Un the motion of Mrs. Barnett Janner, seconded by Mr. Reginald 
late, a vote of thanks was accorded to Mr. Adam for his address. Mrs. 
Janner, referring to Mr. Adam's connection with the Embassy Theatre, 
said that one had only to mention the Embassy Theatre to be told that it 
was the theatre where they produced good plays. In fact, the Embassy 
Theatre and good plays were synonymous, and this was due to Mr. Adam, 
who had proved that if one had the courage and the confidence to try to 
improve the standard of plays produced in the theatres, one could 
succeed. It was ad¢reat tribute to Him that so many plays which he had 
produced at the Embassy had become very great West End successes. 
And it showed that the public were anxious to see good plays.

R.A.M.’S Successful ‘Venture 
Wolf's “Corregidor ”’ 


Thére is a great deal to be said for the revival of such little-know:: 
works as Hugo Wolf’s “Corregidor” through such media as are afforded 


-by the operatic classes of the R.A.M. and so on. Not because the 


work im itself, in this case at least, is intrinsically of great value; 1! 
is not a neglected work of. genius, and its consignment to oblivion 
is on the whole a just fate. But operatic classes consist primari|) 
of young singers who are anxious’ to show what they can do in 4 
rather complex sphere, and if a well established opera is chosen 
tradition weighs heavily uponthem. A work not performed before i: 
England, and hardly ever gn the Continent, affords scope for persona 
enterprise all round but especially in the direction of interpretation 
In this sense the R.A.M. students, who gave the work on three evening 
recently, came brilliantly out of the test. The singing both individu: 
ally and in chorus was fully equal to the task set, and, if it is remem- 
bered that the libretto is not good enough for opera, the interpretation 
also was up to the required standard.
